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BT riUAB TOOK. 

All prellmlnsrles disposed of, we are once more on board tbs 
“Crssy Jane,” and waving a final adieu to Csmp Lillian. *‘I say I 
Captain I stop at Fort Pierce, an’ see the wife,” Is shouted from 
on board the ''Snooier,” the voice being that of Hogg, the Fort 
Pierce trader; the request Intended as a general hint for us to 
patronise his ” gude wife’s” stock of provisions and tobacco. He 
has purchased the shanty and lumber belonging to the fisherman 
and la already busily engaged In moving the same to his squatter 
sovereignty at the fort. 

We are soon out of “ Nigger Cut,” and upon the main river, 
which, at this point. Is two and one half miles In width. As we 
proceed, the wind fraehens, and by the time Fort Pierce is reached 
white cape are plentiful. The “ Deacon” wants tobacco, so we 
run In, and luff up alongside the turtle ” trawl,” while he wades 
ashore and prootires the weed. 

The “store” at Fort Pierce,la simply a palmetto thatch fifteen 
fret square, the main and only room serving as store and sleeping 
apartment, and in It may be found the usual border assortment, 
bog and hominy, green coffee, flour, matches and baking pow¬ 
der being the stand^s. The place la in reality the trading poet 
for the Klsslmlne Indians, who usually make their appearance at 
the “ little ” and " big” moon, exchanging hides and beeswax, 
for provisions and ammunition, not forgetting glass beads, rib¬ 
bons, etc., for their squswa The word Indian is only a synonym 
fi.r filth, and Fort Pierce should be called “ FleaviUe.” 

The only modem fortification ever erected here, was a block 
bouse, built some time during the Seminole war, all traces of 
which have long since disappear^. There are, however, outlines 
of a very extensive series of earth-works, one within the other, 
easily traceable, and, to the patient seeker, abounding in Inter¬ 
esting relics. Shell, were apparently the principal material used 
In their constraction, and large deposits are found within the line 
of works. 

From Fort Pierce to Harmon Bluff, the distance la twelve 
miles, and by noon we were encamped at the latter place, a de¬ 
serted orange grove, the original owner of which was driven out 
by the Indians years ago. Oranges, both sweet and sour, were 
thickly clustered upon the trees, and rotting on the ground un¬ 
derneath, while lime and wild lemons were in abundance. Every 
thing was choked and overgrown with weeds and vihes, making a 
Uogled mass exceedingly difficult to penetrate. Deer signs were 
so thick and fresh, one might Imagine himself In a park preserve, 
while open spaces, where the ground was void of vegetation, 
were so thickly covered with turkev tracks, as to resemble a 
country barnyard. 

The “ Dearan” and Charles were both anxious to draw blood, 
as neither of them bad, as yet, killed a deer, and with “ fell 
Intent they sallied forth.” Scarcely a bilf hour bad elapsed 
when I beard the report of a ipn, and starting in the direction 
of the sound, I soon saw the ” Deacon” standing over, and con¬ 
templating with proud satisfaction, the carcass of a “ spike” 
buck which appeared to have received a whole broadside of 
buckshot. Returning to camp we found Charles already In with 
a fine ben turkey. Fortunately for the “Deacon” I was un¬ 
aware, at the time, of this being the first deer be bad aver 
killed, otherwise I should have given him the Initiate’s baptism 
of blood; but with the next day came another opportunity. While 
following up a freeb panther trail, I saw three deer feeding in 
the “ open,” and calling “ Charles,” who was but a short distance 
off, gave him bis first chance at venison. He seemed more Inclined 
to admire than shoot, but presently let fly, and dropped one in Its 
tracks; enough to add, that the bloody bath was not omitted; 
hunter and deer were alike covered with gore. 

Evidence of an approaching storm became so strong that I 
decided to run to *'Cuba’s,” eight miles below, on the east 
shore, knowing we would there find good rainy weather quarters, 
as well as a safe anchorage for the boat, which the west shore 
did not afford. We accordingly broke camp at “Harmon’s” early in 
the morning of the second day. Having a bead wind to contend 
with, we were three hours accomplishing the distance, and 
reached Nicholas’ wharf barely In time to escape the first 
shower. 

“ Cuba” was a squatter (I use the past tense, because he Is 
now In the “ happy bunting grounds,’’ his dead body—headless 
and mutilated—lay on the little wharf In front of hla house 
when we passed there on our return trip, the supposition being 
that bis boat had capsiaed in a squall, and he, Mng unable to 
swim ashore, was drowned) and possessor of a “ banana patch,” 
the glories of which he never failed to sing. In addition to the 
banana, he cultivated cassava, papaw, guava and pineapple. He 
was quite a character In bis way, and claimed to be a Cuban 
with the Mood of soores of Spanish hirelings upon his 
huds. His eigata ware good, his fruit excellent, but his stories 
were frightful specimens of embroidery. 

Wh were compelled to remain here for three days, the weather 
being decidedly unpleasant, our only sport being duck and robin 
shooting ia the rain. The cIcariM about the place was literally 
alive with the last named bird. Thousands upon thousands were 
continually on the wing, some of which, when shot, npon falling 
to the earth and striking hard surface, as a log or stump, would 
bunt open by reason of excasalve fat—as I had often seen “ mal¬ 
lards ” do whan falling oa the frosen ground in IHooeaota. 

Monday morning, weather and wind baiog fair, we atarlad for 
Jnptter. On raacblng “Peek’s Landing,” a short distance 
betew “Ollbert’s” bar, wa dropped anebor and mads o^ae, tbu 
went ashore to gather shells on the beach—Peck’s lake being 
saparatsd from this ocean by a narrow sand ridge only. 

So much time was oonsutnad hare that all hope of reaching 
Jupltar that day was abandoned. I decided, however, to run 
through the “ Narrows ” and make camp for the night, if posal- 
hla, ia “ Hom Sound.” 

Jnpitar Narrows ts not the pleasantest place in tbs world 
even under the most favorable dreumstaacaa, for oomtertahle 
pronues, and ftwisar expatlenee had Impreased upon my mind 
the feet of the groat nncartalatyallachad to any extlmalarHardlnf 
the Uma to be ocouplsd in gnlag throngh. On one oeeaaloo I 


bad been obliged to remain on board my boat aD night, being 
unable to make way against wind and current, and the mosqui¬ 
toes In that vicinity were parUculsrly desirous of an intimate 
acquaintance with the “ bar-leas ” Yankee. Fortune, however, 
favored os this time, and we emerged into Hope Sound at sunset, 
a fair current having enabled us to row through the “ narrow 
way ” in something over two hours. Canvas la of no use what¬ 
ever In making the passage, unless the wind be directly aft, and 
even then so froqnent and abrupt are the turns siwl windings, 
that more satlafa^ry progress is made by taking in sail and 
using the sweepe. The Narrows are but seven miles of canal, 
from ten to fifty feet in width, and running through an endless 
swamp, either side thickly fringed with a rank growth of man¬ 
grove, rlslog, in many places, to a height of twenty-five feet 
above the water, making a complete windbreak, and the unlucky 
traveler, overtaken in lu masy windings by darkness, win find his 
boat to be the only “dry land” within roach. Then, ifhe hasno 
way of cooking aboard ^p, be goes supperless to a bard couch. 

We discussed our evening meal that night by the light of my 
Jscklamp and the boat's lantern, and, after the usual “ pipe of 
peace,” turned In, Intending to try the doer at snnriu. Long 
before that time, however, Charles—who was a victim at this 
time to bolls—although always the last to appear unless forced 
out, as In this case, by some bodily aliment, bad made coffee and 
gotten breakfast under way. The meal over, tbe Deacon and I 
started for the timber. The sand hlils on tbe west shore of Hope 
Sound rise to a considerable height, thus affording tbe shooter 
excellent opportunities for still hunting by enabling him to view 
from the top of these ridges tbe Intervening swales and valleys. 
Ascending tbe highest point after careful scrutiny, we saw a doe 
feeding. As she Was working toward our place of concealment 
we waited patiently until the distance became reduced to one 
hundred yards, and then fired simultaneously; tbe object In so 
doing was to make assurance doubly sure; but, despite four 
hundred and odd grains of lead, she ran some distance before 
falling. As an Instance of the wonderful vitality of this sort of 
game, and tbe amount oFkIlllog it sometimes requires, we found, 
npon cutting up the carcase, that both bullets bad entered behind 
tho fore-shoulder, one cutting through the lower portion of tbe 
heart. 

Back to camp with our meat, we were not long In getting 
under way, and, by ten o’clock sighted Jupiter Inlet, and at 
twelve were snngly encamped on tbe same site occupied by me 
on two previous occasions. As we intended making this bead- 
quarters for an Indefinite time, and radiating from here to differ¬ 
ent points about Lake Worth and the Okeechobee country, our 
preparatlona were made accordingly. Cbnrle^ who feared at¬ 
tack from ferocious ’coons, ’possums, and kindred beasts of prey, 
and. In addition was too tender for contact with the night air, 
elected to sleep In tbe tent. Every night tbst stretch of canvas 
was barricaded with boards, and closely shut, lest something 
should enter and Injure the occupant. 'To sleep within walls, 
while camping In Florida, whether they were of board or canvas, 
was, as I have before stated, not my Idea of comfort, and tbe 
Deacon agreeing, we speedily made up the orthodox camping 
bed of the Floridian traveler. Four posts were driven In the 
sand, from which our sand-fly bar was suspended—on tbe ground 
beneath, palmetto leaves were piled to the height of two or three 
feet. Over these we spread our blankets, and when the netting 
was down and carefuliy “ tucked in,” we possessed a couch fit 
for an emperor. 

Tbealweping question settled, taMes were set up, a fire-place 
built of coquina, “ Card's patent thatch” grew Into graceful pro¬ 
portions, “Charles” erected a fish pen—from which the fish 
escaped as fast as be put them in—and altogether the place 
rapiffiy assumed an appearance of occupation. • 

“ What shall we call this ‘ evergreen shoret’ ” shouted the 
“ Deacon” from tbe bottom of a well be was digging. 

“ Call It Camp ‘ Grant,’ ’’ said our tenor warbler. “ It’s hav¬ 
ing a ‘ third term.’ ” Whereupon a faint cry of help Issued from 
the well, and “ Hannibal” plunged a fisb-hook out of sight In 
hla left thumb. 

“ W,” wbUpered tbe“ Deacon,” “ we must stop tbst fellow’s 
fish diet, be has taken In too much phosphorus.” 

Quiet again restored. I suggested Camp “ Mohxwe" In honor 
of our favorite editor, amid cries of “ good.” A ripe tomato was 
broken on the bead of our “ fifteenth amendment,” and the 
“ rsnche” became duly christened. 

I had noticed, on approaching tbe Inlet, three tents standing 
on tbe north beach, a somewhat unusual sight for Jupiter, ea- 
mlally as there were ladles among the party—which oonsisted of 

Doctor B-, of Wisconsin, and a Mr. 0--, from Chicago, 

with their respective families. They bad chartered tbe “Undine,” 
a sloop-rigged craft, owned by a Mr. Beckett, of Titusville. She 
was a comblnafion of fiat-boat and “mansard roof,” and evinced 
a decided inclination to remain In one place or else go backward, 
e (a crab- Jim Rosaell, their guide, very appropriately called It 

tbe “ Ark.” Dr. B- was In search of curiosities and rare 

Mtds; hla skill as a taxidermist wu undoubted, but I am In- 
cllned to think he met with but poor snooem in bis work of col¬ 
lection. There were plenty of birds such as be wished tor, to be 
found by going a few miles In the Interior, back of Capron, but 
bis was the avenge fate of parties entrusting themselves to the 
guidance of many Indian river boatmen, who have nothing to 
recommend them save a knowledge of the river channM and their 
ability to sail a boat- (This will not apply to Jim Roasatl, Who 
Is thoroughly oonversant with tbe entire country). 

I am Indebted to Dr. B-for a magnificent specimen of the 

male pelican, which he kindly prepared for me, giving at the 
same Uma some vary valuable hints oa Mrd skinning. 

Tbe morning following our arrival, we visited my good friend 
Armour, tbe eoatodlan of Jupiter Light, and found him the same 
hospitable, thoroughly good fellow and ardent sportsman as of 
oM, none tbe woim tor wear, and ever ready tor anythlnc in the 
of ** W( 

Be WM suiTounded by hla three assistant*—Bob Carlisle, “ Ad- 
mirwl ” Dye and “ Brother ” Bpenoar-the first a thorough lover 
of the ebase, the second a grant sailor and tha third a g^ 
“cMsa leader,” and. Ilk* the wise vlrgia, with his lamp always 

trimmed and burning.” 


A pleasant hour was spent to discussing the prospect for game 
and in sampling “that bar’l,” after which wo returned to camp. 
Several days passed uneventfully, walUng for a favorable change 
in the wind. In order that wo might drive “ Hope Bound ” ham¬ 
mock for bear. 

A white cloth, displayed from tbe Tower balcony before sun¬ 
set bad been agreed npon as tbe signal for acUon, should there be 
a fair prospect of the succeeding morning proving favorable for 
tha propoMd haot. At length, much to oar delight, e ** ng 
flaunted In tbe breexe, and by sunrise the next day wo were at tbe 
Light, but tbe wind blew from—nowhere; In fact it was un¬ 
doubtedly calm—and not until we should have been on the 
^und prepared for action was there wind enough to flU the 
Lida’s sails. After much tribulation the drivers and dogs were 
landed, aud wo who were to man the “ sUnds ” proceeded to the 
north end of the hammock and were duly stationed by Armour. 
Throe hour’s pedestrian practice on a bear “stand,” without see¬ 
ing • fur ” U prodneUve of profanlty,'and when to this was added 
the probable loss of two bears tbrongb tbe stupidity of a green- 
born, the reader may rest sssured all was not music that resound¬ 
ed through the Lida’s cabin, as we poled her back home through 
a dead calm and against a bead Ude. This was cerUInly a poor 
commencement, but we proved tbe truth of the old ad^e, “ a 
bad beginning, etc.,” for in that same hammock, on another 
occasion, was laid tbe death scene of several bear tragedies, and 
as I write Ibis my feet are resting on tbe skin of one killed 
within a few yards of where I stood on that first memorable day. 

Two days after this we drove Rattlesnake Landing for deer 
and killed three—a doe and two yearlings; the “deacon ” drop¬ 
ping the doe in fine style; a buck being placed to Carlisle’s credit. 
Our fishing experience here was but a repetition Intensified of the 
sport of the other inlet. Bluefish came in with every tide, and 
were captured without trouble—either trolling or stlll-flsblng. 

Shortly after our arrival, Messrs. Slebblns sod Button, two 
elderly gentlemen from Michigan, with Charley Carlin as guide, 
camped near ns. They were flah maniacs. As soon as the first 
gleam of day was suspected of illuminating the east, they could 
be seen dimly through the doubtful light, casting their lines and 
pulling In flab, only to let them lie on the sand, food for tbe hun¬ 
dreds of buxxarda constantly hovering about They seemed to 
enjoy themselves hugely, and tbe buzurds were apparently In 
the same state of mind. 

Wo were also honored In having for a very near neighbor, an 
Englishman, who was a true type of the cockney Briton. I met 
him first In Jacksonville, and while there, his pointer bitch “ Ju¬ 
no,” strayed away. Finding her running at large, I took her to 
hie hotel, telling him at tbs same time, that In my opinion. It 
would be safer to keep her on tbe chain. He replied, “Blawst 
the bloody bitch 1 I’ll 'avo to employ a native, you know, to lead 
her through tbe streets.” My representation of sport on Indian 
river and the fishing at Jupiter, bad Induced him, be said to “try 
’Is ’and.’’ Frank Strobbar was his guide, boatman and cook, and 
his account of tbe “spawt” they had while together, was full of 
humor. Ho said tbe Englishman wanted to shoot a deer, but 
expected the game would come to him; and, as the “ blawsted 
brutes” declined suicide, he left the country In disgust. 

After two weeks wo began preparations for a trip to Lake 
Worth, Intending to shoot through the country lying between 
there and .Okeechobee. I had expected to follow the course 
heretofore pursued, *f takiog my boat outside from Jupiter to 
Lake Worth Cut, but tbe wind persisted In bolding to the soutb- 
’ard and east'ard, and as it was decidedly unsafe to risk a heavily 
laden boat like the “ Crasy Jane,’* at sea with any but a westerly 
wind, the ocean voyage was abandoned, and tho Inside or “Baw- 
grass’’route accepted as the only alternative. Hannibal was to 
be .left in charge of camp, while wo accompanied Armour—using 
his boat and outfit, for the nonce.

Breeding for other quallUea than sponUneons point¬ 
ing and backing roust be carefully attended to before 
a pointer or setter can be produced that Is what I believe they 
roust be naturally to be likely to score an early win, or give you 
much pleasure In using, or reward you for your pains. Such 
pointers are bred In several godl kennels, snd I have bred toem 
myself and yet they did not piisseas a more natural aptitude to 
receive their training than the setter I refer to. She Is ever 
anxious to do your bidding, and baa no pleasure at her work 
superior to obeying snd plesslng you. snd she came from toe 
kennel of Mr. Purcell Llewellln.

Field trials may be Uken as very useful criterlons for breeders 
to follow, as there ta one thing very manifest, t hat If even the 
beet In the stake Is not discovered no bad dog can get through a 
twenty dog sUke, on the heat system at any rate ; and as a rule 
winners of field trials, and even those that have run well In such 
events have been found to be out of Ibecominon good dogs for ordi¬ 
nary abootlng. There la nothing very remarkable In this, as the 
entries are always very expensive, and the people do not, as a 
rule Invite certain loss without a poeslble prospect of success. 

It. therefore, reads very odd to see It on paper, as we very often 
do that thb or that field trial winner has no nose, or Is made so 
thit he cannot gaUop or stay, the critics. In fact, making thein- 
selvea out a deal cleverer than those persons who have backed their 
opinions by their money under a totally different conviction. 

For the life of me I have never been able to understand the 
statement that Ranger, the champion of Mr. Macdona’s kennel, 
baa no nose. He has been before the public as a field trial per¬ 
former loDger than any dog that has ever been known, and be 
baa been seen a winner on every sort of ground, from a grouse 
moor to the dryest plough, and In all sorts of weather, from wet 
and storm, when we have all got drenched at field trials, to the 
hottest Spring day, when a breath of air seemed hardly to move 
Occasionally we have Been Ranger do better than at other times 
but It never appeared to me a question of nose, but rather 
steadiness of purpose, ss when the old dog meant business be 
seemed Incapable of getOng beaten, but when he was difficult to 
manige ran out of call and hunted as If for himself and not for 
bis kroper, he did as others have done, blundered Into his birds, 
false poteted, and showed even sometimes want of breaking. 

As a rule however, as can be seen by hla number of victories, 
Ranger ran conatatently well, and far bettor than nlnely-nln. 
fast dogs out of a hundred would do after their first essays st 
field trials The records of this psallme would show, on the 
contrary, that the best and fastest puppies have very seldom 
exhibited their juvenile qualities In public after their first aeasun 
ae for Inelauce, there has been Mr. Stattor’e Vlecount, Mr. Bar 
clay Field’s Daby and Dick, Vbcount Downc’s Dan, Mr. Lloyd s 
Hlnx’ Baby, Sir T, Leunard’s Priam, Mr. Lonsdale's Rake and 
Spanker.

DortDg the time Rhyl wee lo the hendi of hie lec- 
ood owner be ran In one Held trial at Sbrewstrary, and elthungh 
ibowinc pace In a spin with Count Dan, he teemed at Tarlanoe 
with the aftalr altogether, la he would not obey the man who 
worked him at all. On eeveral oceaalont alnoe that Rhyl hia had 
an outing at field trials, but It bat been repeatedly the tame tort 
of performtnee. He showed Jealousy In the first stretch he had 
with Blue Belle 11 In the contest for the Kennel Club Challenge Cup 
In 1077, and It was the tame In the All-aged Stake last year, when 
be went down with Viscount Downe's Sam. 

Rhyl la really a rery fast dog, and there are not many kennels 
that would poeseae hit match tor pace, so that In this respect 
only be haa been at a disadvantage In being always worked single 
handed. At this Mr. Platt considered him to be Incomparable, aa 
nothing can tire him, and hla level, even going, dellghta the eye 
aa the very poetry of motion, whilst he never makes a mistake, 
and he will wait on an old cock grouae for any length of time 
until the central fire Is conveniently on the scene for that part of 
the performance. Ho la also "a particularly hardy and obedient 
dog when on active service other than field trials, and It may be 
safely asserted that no amount of money wobid sever the oonnec- 
tion between Mr. Platt and Rhyl. The owner laughs tremen¬ 
dously when he bears that people have said that Rhyl has np nose, 
and he asserts very etrongly ttot those who say so know nothing 
whatever about It. Rhyl Is a good-looking dog, bearing a certain 
likeness to Ranger, but considerably Improved by possessing a 
good deal of Laverack character. He was bred as 1 have always 
said Ranger should be crossed to, namely, out of a pure Laverack 
bitch of undoubted pedigree, as his brewer was Mr. T. Pllklng- 
ton, and that gentleman kept one of the same litter In Rufus for 
bis own shooting, and be gives the latter just the same sort of 
character, aa Mr. Platt gives Rhyl, to the effect that a better dog 
fur tbe gun could not possibly be found. Ranger, no doubt, 
possesses an enormous amount of field merit, and this properly 
grafted, on a source of undoubted purity, would be likely to pro¬ 
duce such dogs as Rhyl and Rufus; but I do not believe In any 
dog with Hacket's Rake In him to be a likely animal to hit with 
any sort of bitch, as unknown crosses can seldom be 
expected to meet satisfactorily, although they might 
do so by chance, and as yet no one has been able to 
trace tbe pedigree of Hacket’s Rake. Some people say he was 
a Gordon, and some people aay he was something else. It must 
also t.e correct to cross such a dog as Rhyl with the Laverack 
again, and this Major Platt has done with great success In getting 
Darkle, by Rhyl out of Dolly, by Reid's Sam out of Snake, said 
to be a pure Laverack. As a proof that tbe Ranger cross la a 
gootl one when dipped deeply Into the Laverack, we have the 
Field Trial Derby winners this year. Beau of the Ball and Belle of 
the Ball, by Buxton, a son of Ranger II; now, Ranger II was a 
dog bred something like Rhyl, as he was got by tbe old field 
trial champion out of Wonder, a rare good little bitch, that was 
brought out In field trials by .Mr. Lort, and won In Devon, the 
peculiarity of her style being just as busy and lively as Belle of 
the Ball. Wonder was got by Jones’ Roll out of Kit, by Laver- 
Bck’s Rock. She was not a pure Laverack, therefore, although 
there was a good deal of tbe blood In her, and It is significant 
that Cora, the dam of Rhyl, was out of .Mr. Pllklngb-n’s Llll, by 
I.avcrack’a Rock, and tbe same aire Is Identified at nearly the 
same distance with Buxton. I expect a good deal of this sort of 
bitting might be right In setter breeding, that is, to get at tbe 
Laverack strains that have been crossed a little out, and breed 
them back again, though for my part I should avoid Intercrossing 
that showed a leaning to outra strains, such as tbe Gordon, 
which may have added some ((ualltlrs, but when seen to reappear 
adds a heaviness which does not altogether belong to tbe Gor¬ 
don, and most certainly Is foreign to tbe English. Such sires as 
Rhyl, Buxton, and Beau of tbe Ball, later on, must be safe sires to 
brnd to authenticated well-bred bitches, and I should want 
nothing better than either for perfectly pure Laveracks. I should 
prefer Rhyl of the three, as he Is more than half a Laverack, and 
I think breeders will make a great mistake If they neglect Mr. 
Platt’s dog.—Lett’s L(f«.

This Is the history of a dug. I shall curtail It as much as pos¬ 
sible Without prejuillce to the dog, tbe tale or the reader. 

Hla name was Sneak; be was never known to have any other, 
but this was sufficient for him to answer to and fully expressive 
of bis nature and disposition. In fact It fitted him better than his 
collar. 

He was given to mo In hla puppyhood; an admiring friend 
knowing my predilection for the trigger presented him to me. He 
pronounced him a thorough bred pointer of Imported etock 
I accepted tbe pu|> and the guarantee In got d faith. 

But time developed both the dog’s tall Into plebeian proportions 
aud tbe monstrosity of tbe fraud, and 1 was sorely disappointed. 

I must confess, however, there was a marked Individuality 
about tbe brute that was worthy of notice; not that be possessed 
any glaring virtue that made him as conspicuous as a light¬ 
house, but a certain combination of characteristics clustered 
about him, which, though akin to nothing In a human, were very 
strange and peculiar In a dog; these, while they did not add to i 
bis value as a sporting animal, saved him from mediocrity as a 
cur. He was a natural bom thief, Ingenious lo his efforts and 
artistic In his execution; he wpuld perpetrate a theft In tbe 
semblance of benevolence, and rob a hen's nest while ostensibly 
engaged frightening a hawk from a brood of chickens. He stole 
from tbe market-basket, kitchen and pantry, stole from tbe 
neighbors until be suggested himself a nuisance not only to my 
own family, bnt to a whole community. 

I woold not condone his faults, “ sit In tbe stocks or stand In 
the pillory ” for him, so I drove him away and disclaimed him. 
So fineak was thrust out on the charity of the village and thrived 
on it; be grew fal, sleek and philosophical, playfnl often, at times 
a irifis lll-natnred. 

Tbe boys would sometimes eatch him, tie a kettle and a few 
dismantled oyster cans to his tall and start him up tbe main 
•treels. WeU, the dog could ran, and here I may venture to re¬ 
mark that If there Is anything more than another that will bring 
ont a dog's speed. It Is to male him tbe medium of rapid transit 
for tinware between any two given points. 

but Sneak woold bite, a^ by the time be had learned the 
peculiar fiavor of some six or seven of tbe boys It discouraged the 
others, so they became wholly lodlSsrent about tbe dog’s exsr- 
clse; but to see him streaking op the street stimulated by a lln- 
kslUe or two, made him assume tbe appearance of a whits and 
liver colored comet, whirling throogb space. Some distinctive 
features of the dog’s character were his air of aelf-cooselousneia, 
his thorongb self-possession and hla knowledge of human nature. 
He was a powrr that could twist drcumataocra In bis favor; tbers 
coold be no smotbaring bis Individuality; be woold have bean 
distinctive In a desert, and I I avs no doubt would have made It 
bisly for tbe caravans, camels and oslrlobas. 

Tbsra was soak a ougaalns of rasa w as eoUad away la hla 


peaked aknil, that there was no emergency that would find him 
nnarmed, nor any cootlngeoey occur upon which he was not fully 
read up; he was built from the ground of necessity and resource, 
and as full of ways and means as a finance committee. Sneak 
pretended not to hold himself above other dogs, but be did He 
was a politic rascal, and made tbe acquaintance of every dog In 
town, bnt after be learned the run of their respective masters, 
kitchens and hen roosts, be' forsook them; hot Sneak would 
chuckle and It seemed to do his heart good, to see them thrashed 
for tbe thing he bad stolen. 

Of course. In time the conduct of the brute became monoto¬ 
nous, and as I had to often publicly and privately disclaimed all 
responsibility for either the dog or his actions, an outraged com¬ 
munity were forced to have recourse on tbe dog himself for re¬ 
venge and Indemnity. And they went at It; they shot him, and 
shot at him so often, that lo time he learned the exact range of 
every gun lo the village, and governed himself accordingly. Now 
whether tbe dog was Ironclad, caaemated, or bora “ a charme<l 
life”, I cannot safely aver, but he carried the lead comfortably. It 
never disagreed with him, bnt seemed to stimulate him to fresh 
exertion, and be stole thereafter with an avidity boro of a new 
energy, In the meantime the hoys pelted him with stones and 
bricks whenever they came up with him. This was a diversion 
for them, and recreation for the dog. In fact, he grew fond of It, 
and I have heard that be would by way of helping the boys out, 
actually gather np eligible rocks and promising brick-bats, and 
pile np pyramids at the doors of bis persecutors. Aa everything 
from a club to a trip hammer bad .'ailed to exterminate him, tbe 
horrible sod subtle expediency of poison was finally resorted to. 
Of course, here they had Sneak at a disadvantage. Tbe dog’s wit 
wo Id be set aside by his voracity, and his caution by hla cupid¬ 
ity. So they set " baits” In all kinds of Impossible places, for 
they knew Sneak woold find them, and they awaited results. The 
animal came, saw, took them In, feasted and was merry, grew 
tatter, sleeker, a Mile more sedate, bnt not a whit less strong, 
steady and stratege'Ic. The ” pixenera” were too much amaz^ 
lo be discomfited, while the dog was overjoyed to find bis rations 
so rellshable and regular, and served on tbe European plan. Bnt 
here the dog fell almost Into a fatal habit; having fed on poisons 
until they became a nourishment, he disdained all food that was 
not properly seasoned with strychnine or garnished with areeulc. 

The baneful Infiuence of these drugs so grew upon him that 
when he missed his dally stimulus he seemed wretched and dis¬ 
pirited; deep lines of suffering trailed along his mottled nose, 
while his limp ears and hollow eyes betrayed the moat abject 
point of canine despondency. 

But here again the dog rose to the occasion, for having noticed 
the drug store patronized by others In bis behalf, be thought he 
would appeal In his own; so on moonlight nights he would get 
under tbe druggist’s window and bowl by the hour. Nothing 
lees than a wholesome quid of either of the deleterious drugs 
could Induce him to move on. 

The value of a night of peace and quietude to a dyspeptic 
druggist was something tbe dog learned and utilized. How 
Bneak ever overcame the fatal habit I never knew, but be did; { 
tbe townspeople had ceased to ” bait” him, and be slid hack In¬ 
to bis normal condition, and still sustained hla reputation for ras¬ 
cality and rapacity. 

The dog was In a fair way of becoming a national nuisance, 
when tbe magnates of the county court took the matter In band, 
and by a unanimous vote offereil a reward of five dollars to any 
one who would “do” him In a thorough and workmanlike man¬ 
ner. 

It was to be a dead dog or no trade. Notices to that effect, 
written In a bold hand, “ blazed ” every bitching post In town, 
and supplemented every guide board for an area of twenty-five 
miles. About this time the village bad acquired the presence of 
a pale, cadaverous, tobacco-chewing Imp named Tommy Todd; 
he hailed from tbe upper part of the state, where his father was 
boss of a quarry. Into tbif boy’s brain crept the plan that cul¬ 
minated in the dog’s dissolution. As the dog’s life was eventful 
so was hla death peculiar. I never knew of such an Instance be¬ 
fore, and possibly never will again. Tbe boy took a choice piece 
of beef and padded It out with dynamite, attaching thereto a 
long, strlng-lIke fuse, and placed It where It would do the most 
go<^; he then telescoped himself behind an oleander bush, bring¬ 
ing the end of the fuse within touch. 

Presently Sneak came along and spied the bait, made a circle 
round It once or twice, looked cautiously about him and then 
cast a glance up at the dull sky; be loaded and primed himself 
atone gulp, this boy lit tbe fuze, the fire danced along tbe string, 
a bowl of suspicion, and then a report like a ten Inch mortar, and 
tbe blast was successful. 

Well, Sneak is dead, dead beyond resurrection; his collsr and 
left ear Is all that remained of him, and to those I gave burial. 

I am not glad be Is dead, nor do I wish be was alive, and yet I 
must In Justice say be was a rare brute. He was not guilty of 
his own genius, and hence scarcely responsible for hts own folliles, 
bis vices were many, but often they leaned to virtue's side. I 
have known him to steal a rich man’s tenderloin steak when he 
could Just as easily have “ priggetl” a itoor woman’s slops. 

I trust I have writ him nothing wrung, nor aught set down 
that falls below the level of truth Into Injustice, or rises above It 
to exaggeration. Just beyond my garden fence. In a llttle.uook, 
tbe son sometimes creeps In to wipe off tbe dew from tbe bottom¬ 
less brown Jug, that marks tbe spot where be rests.

Editor L'hiosoo Firld: —Twenty flve years have rolled by 
since I first walked Into the office of “ Bishop,” In old Bond 
street, London, to order one of Westley Richards’ guns, and for 
whom he Was agent. After some converaatlon. In tbe course of 
which I told him that I was from America, be suggested to me a 
visit to tbe above-named kennels. He said: “ Bill George him¬ 
self Is a great character, besides being to the dog admiring, what 
Tatteraal Is to tbe horse world.” He gave me a card of Introduc¬ 
tion toTJeorge, and being a beautiful day and having no other 
engagements, I called a hwuom and was soon off for Kensall 
Green, Naw-'Town, where George resided. 

The distance from Bond street Is a little over three miles,which 
we rattled off In a half hour; the country throngh which we 
drove after getting clear of the city was most beautiful; tbe road, 
like most of them In Bofland, was narrow, and lined on either 
side by well-kspt hedges. Intertwined with running Tines, loaded 
down with flowers of many colon, sending forth their delightful 
perfumes, while tbe fields were like a mass of gold with their 
ripening wheat crops, the whole rendered more ptetaresque by tbe 
oocasloual rustic villas, and a quaint old bridge over a small 
stream, which meanders along through the valley seeking Its 
natural level; so delightful was the eoene that my mind had 
wandered tar from tbe subject of my visit I was suddenly re¬ 
minded of It, however, by the driver pulling up at the gate of a 
little low cottage, covered with Ivy and finwera, enclneed by a 
rude fence. At a glance I saw from the natty appearance of tjie 
place that there was order and comfort within, at the gate aiiwxl 
a s'attt-bUllt person about fire feet ten Inches high, dreseeil In a 
drub salt, eaastating of brenshM, a huge double breasted waist- 


coat, and short Jacket, the whole surmounted by a low crown, 
broad-brim bat. Just my Idea of .Vr. WtUrr, Hr. It was not nec¬ 
essary for the ” Mornln' Master George,” from the cabby to ap¬ 
prise me of the fact that this was to be mttu hotl. He at once 
opened the gate and while opening the doors of the Aansum, said: 
“’Light, air, glad I are to see you this fine mornln’." I at once 
alighted and on presenting my card, be looked at nothing bnt the 
writer’s name, and continued; “ Welcome sir, welcome air, any 

one tbe Btobop sends Is more nor welcome here.” 

On entering tbe hallway of the bouse, on the left was the dining 
room and opposite tbe parlor; Into this last I was ushered, and 
what a rare sight It was; a perfect dog mwMHm. Artistically ar¬ 
ranged around tbe walls, on tables, and pedestals, were gisas 
cases containing tbe relics of his past extraordinary dogs, some 
In their full form, and In every conceivable position, and others 
only tbe beads; such monsters ss tbe latter I could scarcely 
tielleve had ever lived. While admiring these wonders, a tidy 
looking middle-aged woman (entirely different In appearance 
from any I had ever before seen) walk d In carrying a tray upon 
which was a black bottle and two long thin glasses. George 
said: 

“ Now, sir, before we go among the live beauties, wash down a 
little of the London dust with a drop o’ as good ale as was ever 
brewed.” Hail tbe gods have tasted such, they would have 
truly classed it nrclar. 

Back of the parlor leading from tbe ball waa a door which 
opened Into tbe pit, where rat-kllling, dog-figbting and badger- 
baiting were of common occurrence. From this we emerged Into 
the yard; I was totally unprepared for any such scene; tbe yard 
covered perhaps a quarter of an acre, and In It were kennels In¬ 
numerable, each having Its occupant; those Immediately In front 
of tbe dour, five or six In numbn, contained the bail dogt; there 
they lay, beautiful by their ugliness, displaying such airs of 
ferocity, that I was more than delighted when I noticed that each 
one was fastened by a chain quite equal to the strength of an ox. 
For a description of this breed I refer the reader to a chapter on 
bull dogs, published In the Cdicsoo Fibld a few weeks ago. 
The next In order were the mastiffs, and Bt. Bernards; several 
handsome Newfoundlands were close by these, then came the 
setters, pointers, retrievers, and spaniels; of this last breed there 
were seieral varieties, a Russian one attracting my attention 
especially, by hla long black curly hair, which covered bis eyes, 
liody and legs so completely that it way dllflcult to tell one end 
of bim from the other. I was then shown a number of fox¬ 
hounds and beagles. “ From these two kennels,” said my boat, 

“ as fine gentlemen as Is In England come for goo<l tots when 
tbeir’s gits mixetl.” 

The more delicate breeds, such as King Charles’, blenhelms, 
pugs, black and tans, Scotch, and Bkye terriers. Dandle Dln- 
monts, and toy greyhounds, were kept In small houses where the 
tender dears would lie more carefully attended to. I had almost 
forgotten to mentiou the greyhounds, Scotch deerhounds and col¬ 
lies; of each variety be had superb specimens. All the while we 
were Inspecting the dogs George talked Incessantly about their 
relative merits, purity of breed, tbe difficulties of keeping op 
such a stock, and bis mode of feeding, exercising and treating 
them; Just then I heard some most mournful whining, yelping, 
and groaning, and asked what was tbe cause of this sudden 
change. 

“Ob I ” said George, laughingly, “ this Is the ’ospital.” 

Sure enough; there was a score or more of tbe fancier breeds, 
of lap dog.s, and ladles’ pets, staked out by short leashes, under a 
sheltered place, with nothing before them but a bowl of water 
with a lump of sulphur in It. 

“Well,” said he, “them fine folks and ladles buys these 'ere 
poor creatures, and when they gets ’em ’ome, lets ’em lay by tbe 
the fire, feeds ’em on chicken, cakes and sugar, never lets ’em 
take a run, and when they goes out in their carriages. If they 
take ’em along, they cover ’em up so they can't get a sniff of 
fresh air: consequence Is they gets sick, and they comes right 
away to ‘ George ’ to know what’s the matter; so I says leave ’em 
with me a few days and they will come all right. And here are 
some of ’em; plenty of fresh sir, no food bnt sulphur and water, 
and once all tbe fine feeding gits out of ’em, and they are glad 
to get a little grwl and dry biscuit, I sends ’em 'ome cured. 
Now, I will show you my fsvorltes, for there are none like ’em 
for pluck and endurance,” continued George. 

On opening a door to a large room I saw the finest lot of bull- 
terriers to be seen anywhere; white, brindles, re<l, and mixed 
colors, varying from ten to twenty-five pounds In weight. 

I remarked, “These are rat-dogs, are they not? ” 

“ Why,” replied George, “ a ratls beneath their dignity; they’ll 
tackle a locomotive. I’ll show you what any of ’em will do.’’ 
With that he unloosened a little white bitch, and leading ber 
toward a large square box, near by. be opened the door on top, 
took tbe dog by the tall and stuck ber bead foremost Into it; In a 
second the snarling lndlcate<l a fight, and In another be pulled 
ber out, with a Isrge-slzed badger In ber mouth. I wondered 
what would come next, when 1 saw George retreating toward the 
pit, telling roe to follow him; here he placed the badger, draw¬ 
ing the dog off. 

“ Hold her,” said he, “ a moment until I get tbe box.” 

In a frw minutes he returned with It It was about six feet 
lung by eighteen or twenty Inches square. As soon as he shoved 
It over Into the pit, the frightened badger rushed Into It; the in¬ 
side of this box was as slick as glass, but says George, “ I’ll bet a 
(ra /mn note that little gal or any o’ tbe rest In the kennel, will 
either draw or drive tbe badger out of It, and I’ll show you.” 

The dog seemed anxious for tbe fray, and was soon at her 
game; Into the box she rushed, and such a noise ss she anil the 
badger made you can scarcely believe. Two or three times, tbe 
little bitch drew him to within a foot of’he mouth, when bark 
they would go again. Thus matlets continued for perhaps 
twenty minutes, when out came Mr. Badger first; tbe bitch had 
whlp;^ him and made him leave bis den. The bitch showed by 
the blood on ber face, that there had been sharp practice Inside, 
but she was as undaunted as when first put In tbe pit. 

That same little bitch I Imported Into this country, and after 
living a number of years, sbedled and was buried In Montgomery, 
Alabama. 

George regretted that he had no rats on band, else said be, 
“ I’d like to show you what some of them toy dogs ran do.” 

His place Is certainly a great curiosity, and be has won for him¬ 
self by fair dealing, a most enviable reputation. His great forte Is 
In breeding the classes of dogs last referred to, and the thorough¬ 
bred bull. Bishop remarked to me once afterward that be would 
endorse wbat Bill George said, as soon as he would guarantee 
one of his guns. I have visited tbe kennels several times since, 
and each time with Increased Interest. CLrMSX.

Hence 
Pontlsc has by his breeding equal claims with Blue Prince, and 
the Utter ss the sire of Dash II probably contesU with Dsn the 
place as gresteet of Engllab stud dugs Tbe recent performances 
of the get of Dash II In England would seem to preserve bU 
pupulsrlty. If It la not greatly extended thereby. I have there¬ 
fore ground for tbe hope and belief that Pontlsc will do for set¬ 
ters In America what Blue Prince did for them In England. He 
was with that view selected from a strong Utter. He U a dog of 
every desirable quality—sound In mind and body, of attractive 
disposition, good courage, exquisite quality, good else, and U a 
charming field dog. These pure Laversek dogs should mate weU 
with the numerous luid valuable Llewellln and Field Trial 
bitches DOW owned In Ibis country-producing dogs of the type 
of Dash II and Druid, combining size with quality, beauty with 
strength. 

Dashing Monarch—wbelped Angrist 25tb, 1876. He U by 
Mr. Llewellln’s Dash II out of bU Countess Moll. 1 bought him 
when he was a puppy—principally upon his breeding. Mr. 
Buckell afterward wrote me that be liked him better than be bad 
ever expected—used him ak a sire before he left England; a rare 
compliment Mr. B. assured me; as also that “ Monarch was a set¬ 
ter all over, to look at. ” I have often thought that Monarch 
would never have left England had he not been sold an un¬ 
developed whelp. He arrived November 6th last; went Into 
breaker's bands, and shows tbe b4'best field form. He weighs 
sixty pounds; his weight being greater than would seem; his 
muscular development being great and rigid In Its solidity. He 
Is 34 Inches high at shoulder—perhaps an Inch leas at rump; 
evenly marked black bead, with white line on forehead and a 
black saddle on back; a fine fiat coat, profuse In featheiing; he 
has a square muzzle, good step, high occipital bone, a fine gen¬ 
eral he^, well placed on a long muscular neck; low bung ears; 
deep cheat; strong loin, well coupled; good legs and tall; up- 
headed carriage, and a natural quarterer. 

Such a dog, If I have not exaggerated his qualities, la a gain to 
America. And I believe ha Is so estimated by all Judgis who 
have seen him. His age precludes other than the most limited 
stud service, but hla naefulneaa for crossing upon pure Laverack 
bitches, can scarcely be exaggerated, aa hts disposition and 
courage complement their seneltlveness. 

I have ^n some years trying to get together a sym¬ 
metrical kennel—strains useful for Interbreeding. Young 
Laverack’s acquisition has almost completed these condi¬ 
tions which may stated as follows: In pore Laverack blood— 
Petrel, Petrel II, and Fairy II, could be bred to Young Laverack, 
choice being determined by circumstances of character and quali¬ 
ties of the animals, as shown by themselves and tbeir prerious 
offspring, or the subsequent breeding determined by the degree 
of success tbeir mating shall be found to give. .Fairy II can be 
bred to Pontlsc and that offspring to the get of Yonng Laverack, 
as above, or Fairy II can be bred to Young Laversek and tbe re¬ 
sultant be found suitable to the Petrel cross, through PoDtlac,Petrel 
II, or tbe Petrel tribe by Carlowitz. JHablng Monarch has sired 
a litter from Fairy II, the bitches of which are very suitable 
to be bred to Pontiac, or to either of the Laverack dogs. Mon¬ 
arch would get rare setters from either of the Laverack blicbea, 
as his blood permits perfect freedom of choice. More comblna- 
tlODB could be Indicated, but these are sufficient. I hope tbe 
Idea aa expressed by tbe term‘‘symmetrical kennel" may thus 
have been made plain. It la a kennel, all tbe animals whereof 
can with propriety sod expectation of good resnlts be Interbred, 
to malnlaln the pure Laverack stock in this Instance, or when 
Llewellln blood Is wanted to have It (In Monarch) In such form 
as will realize tbe best results Mr. Llewellln baa yet attained. 

Tbis work has had some successes and some great disappoint¬ 
ments, but withal, the pleasures have been far In excess of tbe 
pains. No one who has not shared It can Imagine tbe pleasures 
of tbe possession of these almost human animals.

The Kew York Show. 

New York. 

Editor Cuicauo FiBLi>:—Jnst one week ago to-day, I wrote 
you my promiseil letter, giving my views upon tbe judging at the 
dog show. As I was abont to post It, a friend of mine called to 
sec me. Naturally uur oonveraatlon was upon tbe all-absorbing 
topic, and finding that although we were agreed on some points 
his views In many Instances were at variance with mine, and aa 
be Is looked up to aa an authority upon canine matters, and 
noted tor bis clear and comprehensive views upon tbe subject, I 
listened to bis spintons with becoming deferenoe, and at hla sug¬ 
gestion endeavored to elevate myself above the plane of a dis¬ 
appointed exhibitor and calmly examine tbe matter from a higher 
standpoint. That I have done so will explain why you did not 
receive that letter. 

There was one thing that I did not like; tbougbis of It rankled 
In my bosom, and caused me great unhappiness. I wss surprised 
at tbe apparent want of sympathy between the judges, and dis¬ 
gusted at the great lack of uniformity In the type of animals 
selected for tbe places of honor. My frteud had also been so 
much exercla^ In bis mind upon this point that be bad Inter¬ 
viewed the judges, and after listening to hts explanation of tbe 
seeming Incongruity, I must admit that to my mind many of tbe 
rough places were made smooth, and 1 was disposed to look more 
leniently upon many things that I had before considered un¬ 
pardonable errors. 

I do not propose to enter Into an elaborate defense of tbs 
action of the judges, for I atlll consider that some of their 
decisions were very nnwlac, to say tbe least, and my heart Is still 
sore over tbe sad disappointment attendant upon tbeir total dis¬ 
regard of my beautiful favorites, but I will give tbe explanstlon 
of my friend ss to why In some Instances we find more than one 
type of dog among the winners. Bald he: " You will admit that 
no man Is fit to fill the respouslbls position of judge who doss 
not have In hla mind an Ideal dog; bs must also be able to satect, 


and very quickly, from among the many, the few that 
approach this standard. Of eouise each man has hla own Maas 
of what a dog should be, and we are very liable to asleet three 
Judges whose ideas may not be la enUra harmony. Nevwrtheleas, 
could each ]u^ find hla Ideal In the class before him we abouM 
find when we place the three dogs aide by aide that there was not 
much difference In the type of tbe animals, and that the dedalao 
would be aatlafactortly received by all except the owners of the 
losers. 

But the great difficulty Ilea just here. In many casae no one 
of the jodgss can find just tbe dog that be would like to see, and 
as he examines each one to select the animal that comes nearest 
to his atgndard, he will perhaps take the reverse direction that 
his associates purane. To tlloatrate, we will say that Judge No. 
1 not finding hla bean Ideal, will perhaps swerve to tbe right and 
may get some little distance from hla standard before be finds 
anything that be deems worthy of first place; Judge No. S, In¬ 
stead of following this course, may tom to the left and also get 
quits a distance from bis standard before be Is suited, while 
Judge No. 8 Is Just as liable to go In still another direction, and 
tbe result Is, that when tbe three dogs are brought together, al¬ 
though all of them may be excellent animals, there It not that 
uniformity In tbeir general appearance that we would like to tee, 
and the three gentlemen who think so near alike, and whose 
Ideas of what a dog should be very nearly coincide, are placed 
by untoward circumstances In a false position, and charged with 
lucompetency, and showered with abuse by the unreasonable ex¬ 
hibitors, whose mortal enmity they have Incurred by not select¬ 
ing tbeir forty-nine favorites, and rxcludtng tbe brute whom they 
have placed a winner. It Is perhaps superfiuona to add that a 
different decision would not have achieved a different result 
except In shutting tbe mouth of one of the forty-nine and putting 
In hla place tbe who now thinks each one of the Judges " a 
second Daniel." 

There are many other points that 1 intended to review, but I 
have spent most of my time tbe past week In comparing notes 
erlth moat of the prominent dog men to the city and vicinity, 
and finding that there was more difference of opinion between 
them Individually than between them and the Judges, I have 
come to tbe conclnalon that 

“There ere msay doge of many kinds," 

“ And DiBur mcL of msnjr minds," 

Who ell drilght to bark and bite. 

No matter If they’re wrong or right. 

And will quietly subside and subscribe myself 

OoT or Condition.

Editor Chicsoo Field :—I have read with a great des] of 
Interest your comments upon the Judging at tbe New York show, 
and heartily agree with yon in most of your criticisms; but yon 
cannot Imagine my surprise when I see so good a Judge as you 
have proven yourself to be, so far depart from your usual clear- 
beaded, common-sense views upon all questions that pertain to 
matters in tbe canine world, as to quote us Stonehenge as the 
only authority to be consulted in making op awards. 

Now, my dear sir, I venture to say that there baa never been a 
show In this conntry, nor any other, where this course has pre¬ 
vailed; nor will there ever be unless Mr. Walsh himself shall con¬ 
sent to act as judge. Understand that I do not cast any slur 
upon the book nor any refiectlon upon Its author, fori think that 
the book may be very profitably read by all new beginners, and 
many old bands, too; but tbe idea that I wish to convey Is, that 
DO man la qualified to judge inlelllgently unless he baa had long 
experience; and has a mind of hla own, aa to what conatltutes a 
good dog, toth aa to qualifications for the bench and tbe field. 

Then, again, you may place Stonehenge In the bands of almost 
any une who has no real knowledge gained by experience, and 
lead up to him the veriest cur, provided be bears some 
slight resemblance to the class he is In, and let him carefully 
compare hla points with those laid down In the book, and ten to 
one be will pronounce him eligible to compete. I can readily 
conceive that should the judges radically disagree aa to the 
proper conformation of a dog, or as to color and coat, of some of 
the different breeds that an intelligent reading of Stonehenge 
would at once set tbe matter straight, but I have yet to learn 
where even this baa been necessary, as those who are qualified to 
judge very seldom disagree upon these matters. 

Once more, allow me to aA if Stonehenge la any more Infalli¬ 
ble than tbe Inspired writers of Holy Wr.lt, that erring mortals 
should be precluded tbe privilege of differing each from tbe other 
abont tbe meaning of words and sentences, that to yon and I are 
perfectly plain I 

One more point, and I am done. Why Is It that our Infallible 
critics Infallibly dlsagreel I do not put this aa a conundrum, 
but merely jot It down aa a discovery that I have made, and feel 
that I should be remiss In my duty to my fellow-citizens did I not 
make It public. Hob.

Editor Cbioaoo Field: —In your Issue of Hay 83, Almo, 
wbo la writing against the use of aconite in dlstemptr, says: 

" l,szy Aleck, another aconite friend, has jnst lost a fine nlne- 
months-old pup, which 1 am certain proper treatment would 
have saved." 

I write this communication to set Almo right, and to let him 
know that my field trial pup Kit Carson, never did have 
distemper, and never did take a dose of aconite. 

I bought Kit from A. C. Waddell, of Topeka, Kansas; be was 
a Brussels—Fanny Dainty, and was wbelped on tbe IBth day 
of December, 1878, and I lost him on tbe 10th day of December, 
1876, coosequently be only wanted nine days of being a year 
old. 1 will sute how I lost him, hoping that some of my 
brother sportsman may be able, through the columns of the 
Cbicsoo Field, to tell me from what be died. 

1 bad taken great pains In training him, as from the first be 
gave great promise of making an extraor^nary field performer. 
In tbe last thirty-five yean I have trained for my own nsfi over 
forty different young polnten and Betters, and Kit, In my 
opinion, bade fair to eclipse them all. I had never handled a 
youngster that 1 coualder^ so Intelllgeot, so affectionate, so 
bldable, and so quick to learn all that I required of him. Betng 
of large size for hla age, good muscle, and Hue staying qualities, 

I fiattsred myself that I bad a companion that I could depend 
on for yean In my rambles over the prairies and fields after 
oblckeus and quails, and through tbe manhes after snipe and - 
ducks; but we lose our friends when we least expect It, and our 
pleasuns give way to sorrow. 

On tbe lOtb day of December, 1816, I left home at fi o'clock 
In the morning by myself for a day among tbe qnalla. As soon 
as I bad cleared the suburbs of the town, I let the dogi out of the 
buggy, and away they went like tbs wind. I shot over first one 
and than the other as they wouM make stands ou quails, until 11 
o'clock, when 1 whistled In the dogs and coocludad to rest for 
half an bonr and have Inoch. Kit, owtag to hla sxtrsordlnary 
godd nose, bad got largely over half the points during tbe fore¬ 
noon. Aa I ate my loach I wouM give tbs dogs a pleoa from 
Urns to Ume. Kit made a haarty meal sad ssemefi aa well aa t 


STsr saw him. I shot on nnUI 8 o'eloek in the aflemoon, when 
In a large pastnn with good grass tor cover, I struck a fine covey 
of ehlekaas. I thoQ|rtt 1 had never seen even an oU dog make 
such grand points and do such beautiful retrieving aa Kit did on 
tbs .ehickena. After I bad followed up and shot at the chickens, 
say for an hour, and had bagged all that I wanted for that day, 
I whistled In the dogs, and returned to the fence where I had 
left the boggy. Whan I got to the boggy I was tired from my 
walk, ao I concluded I would take a short rest, and whilst doing 
so would lake another snack and feed the dogs, preparatory to 
starting for home. Among my lunch was a broiled quail, that 
I had left over from my noon meal. 1 ate It and gave Kit tbe 
booea with an occasional piece of buttered bread. He lay near 
by me and ate all that I gave him. Be did not seem fatigued 
from tbe day’s work, and seemed to me as well as I ever saw him. 
During tbe time I spent at my second lunch a regular Texas 
Norther blowed up. I placed Uie old dog at my feet In the buggy 
and Kit nndar the seat, and away I went for home. When I bad 
gone, say half a mile, I beard Kit give a low growl uuder tbe 
seat. I could not see him but spoke to him, and told him to be¬ 
have himself, and neither beard nor saw any more of bim until 
1 reached borne. My son met me at the gate to take out my gun 
and game, and to take care of my ammunition case. Wbeu I 
was out I called the dogs to get out Tbe old dog Jumped out at 
tbe first bidding, but Kit did not move. I called to bIm again 
and atlll not hearing him move, my son looked under tbs 
seat and said, Father, Kit la dead.” You can Imagine my feel¬ 
ings. I took him in my arms, carried him Into tbe house, and 
laid him on the rug before the fire; his body was warm and mus¬ 
cles relaxed and be seemed to have Jnst died. Hy wife fancied 
she could feel hla heart beat, but I could not. I tried to get 
some brandy and water down him, but It was of no avail; Kit was 
dead. I regret that I did not make a post mortem examination, as 
I have always thought he died from heart disease. 

I should never have written this communication only that the 
Impression seems to have gone abroad that Kit died from dis¬ 
temper, and that aconite had failed to relieve him. So far aa I 
know be was never sick an bonr, no, not a minute, whilst I owned 
him. Lazy Aleck.

Editor Cbicaoo Field; —In your Issue of May 83, Mr. Von 
Culln tried to belittle turpentine and oil aa a cure for worms, and 
in doing 10 has trod on my favorite com. Aa I said In your Issue 
of the 8tb ult, I used turpentine and oil, but In a different furm 
from Mr. Burges. 

Now, I did not give yon a cure that some one else told me 
about, but one which I know from actual experience la a sure cure, 
without any bad effects. I have not only cured hundreds of 
dogs and popples, but I can truly say nearer to the thousands, 
and I am yet to know of a single case where It proved fatal, or It 
did not make a positive cure. I could. If I wished, send you 
hundreds of vonebera to that effect. Leas than two months ago 
I doctored two pups, about five months old, after the owner had 
tried everything be could find, including your advice (we don’t 
dare to go back on that much) without the desired effect, since 
which they have both had the distemper and are now getting 
along finely. To show my faith In my prescription I will meet 
Hr. Von Culln or any other man, in New York or Boston, or even 
go to Delaware, If they will furnish me with twenty d- gs or pops 
at five dollars each, and 1 will warrant each dog or pup (If they 
are not dead before 1 commence on them) at twenty-five dollars 
each, I to have them cured from worms and In an Improving con¬ 
dition Inside of one week, the whole thing to be left to some 
competent dog man to judge. I will also cure any man’s dog 
of worms free of charge. In my sectloo. In case I can do it after 
business hours. 1 will also warrant three-quarters dead pups for 
twice what I receive for doctoring same. I have thus given the 
whole business; and any one can use It as well as I can If they 
only keep to my prescription, and I don’t want their butilueas or 
money. I gave It to tbe public because I thought It would do 
some one good, and anything I give to the public will be genuine, 
baring been tried fur years with good success. The great trouble 
is people let the worms eat tbe pup up, and then the distemper 
strikes them, and some lay It to tbe worms and others to distem¬ 
per, when actually It Is both. Always give the worm prescrip¬ 
tion at morning on an empty stomach, not giving any supper tbe 
night before, or breakfast at morning until after giving the oil. 
It is a good plan toglve some molasses the last thing before giv¬ 
ing tbe medicine. In case yon don’t find any real, round worms, 
but a slimy, white, stringy mass, yon have ; ot what you are 
looking for. Quack.

Editor Cricaoo Field: —As very much Interest la taken by 
many, and but little la said In regard to hounds, I have thought 
best to pen a few lines. In suggestion merely, that cl isslflcatlon 
be made hereafter more In accordance with what really are such 
and such breeds, namely, tbe beagle, harrier and fox bound. The 
very best Judges know the fox hound to be a swift-footed dog, 
with note long esw, scarcely longer than the pointer, whilst at tbe 
present time a large proportion of the fox hounds, so called, have 
ears, showing an lotroductlon of tbe blood hound, and Inheriting 
In very many] cases tbe swiftness of tbe genuine fox hounds, 
but they do not ss a rule vary, far from It, compared with tbe 
genuine fox bounds when used after the wary, swift, untiring red 
fox. Tbe grey fox Is a far different animal, be will soon tree, be 
caught or end tbe sport. The beagle of the present day, and I 
mean by that the little beauties that we see at our shows, are certain¬ 
ly beautiful little creatursn and deservedly claim rank aa a distinct 
species, but ezblblttons with the larger and more useful harrier 
stand no chance, because the standard la on tbe diminutive true 
foot beagle, with long ears, whilst tbe barrier la but a true type of 
tbe fox bound only one third the size. There are dlatinetly three 
classes or should be of sporting track bounds, the fox, the beagle and 
the harrier, and those wbo take the greatest Interest In possess¬ 
ing these animals, are those who care leas fOr preifilumt and more 
for sport, than most any dass of sportsmen, and they should be 
aneonraged and bmogbt forward with their packs of hounds, by 
baring jodgea on these pertlcnlar breeds of don. Fora pointer 
or aettermao aa a mie, caret nothing (and knows leas) about 
hounds. I would suggest for the next show, to be held at 8t. 
Loots this (all. Inducement be hsM forth, that an exhibition of 
bounds will bs seen, sneb as no country can surpass. Tbe writer 
will be one wbo will subscribe to a sweepstakes to be 
run for by a pack of beaglea,or harriers this Fatl,pack to consist 
of not less than five or six. Bay after tbe Field Trialal

Take one 
part of the lime to two parts of warm water, and let It stand a 
day or so; then put It 00 the parts of the dog affected, once or 
twice a (.'ay, and with an occasional washing with borax soip. I 
am satisfied it will help any dog. This is a favorite remedy here, 
and Is much safer than carbolic acid or mercury salve, which 
either poisons or throws the patient Into (Its. 8 . J. C.

Wo well remember the thrilling account of the ^ 
two women who, during the great Sioux maaaacro In MlnneaoU, j 
In 1863, bravely atood at the loop-holea of their log cabin a whole 
day and night after their husbanda had been ahot down, and , 
whoae unerring aim cauaed many a aavago to bite the duat ere , 
they were Anally overpowered and taken. # 

We frequently read of women oh the frontier who perform , 
deeda of aklll and daring In the uae of arma, that challenge the , 
admiration of every man. Only laat Fall a young lady, a daugh¬ 
ter of one of our military offlcera, waa vlaltlng her father at hla , 
poet In one of the norUweatern territorlea. One morning her 
horae, aaddled and aUndlng In front of her father’a tent, awaited | 
her to Uke her uaual morning ride, when a large elk waa aeen , 
to emerge from the thick wooda a mile dtataot, and atari acroaa | 
a wide atretch of prairie, cloaely puraued by doga. The young 
Diana aeUlng her father’a revolver aprang Into the aaddle and 
darted away at full apeed In pureult of the fleet and fleeing ani¬ 
mal. Rider and game both aoon dleappeared over the hlUa, the 
former, howevet, rapidly gaining on the latUr. Several offlcera 
mounted and atarted Ip pureult to wltneaa the exciting chaie. 

In a few mlnntee two ahota were hoard In rapid ancceaalon. The 
fleet-footed atoed had outatrippod the doga and carried the fair 
Diana alongalde the fleeing elk, when, with a couple of well 
directed ahoU from her revolver, ahe had lain the monarch of the 
foreet at her feet. Thereafter ahe waa the heroine, the Idol of 
the camp, the admired of all admlrera. 

A few year# ago while hunting deer In the Mlaalaalppl river 
bottoma In Arkansaa, we had the pleaanre of meeting two ladlea, 
who were excellent rifle ahola and paaalonately fond of Hold 
aporta. On^ a middle-aged lady, the mother of an Intoreetlng 
family of children. She had an old-faahlooed long barrel muixle- 
loading rifle with which ahe frequenUy aecured a bag of equirrela, 
pigeona or partrldiee, and with which ahe had, a abort time before, 
kUled a large black bear that vlaltod the farm bouae In queat of 
freah meat.

She waa very 
ancceaaful In atlll-huntlng doer. She ahowed ua aeveral line aeta of 
anUera taken from bucka that had fallen vlctlma to her proweaa. 
Several young moo In the neighborhood alghed auggeatlvely aa 
they doacribed to ua her beauty, her accompllahtoenta aa a lady, 
and her " Uking " wayw, both on the trail and at the aoclal Are 
aide. She waa alao very fond of flahing, and would handle a log 
canoe aa aklllfully aa any Indian. She would puah through 
denae thIckeU of water baael, over logi and through driftwood, 
where many men of long experience In water craft would deem It 
Im (loaalble to go. 

Wo are glad to note that ladlea of reflnement and culture In 
many parte of the country are tektng groat Intereat of late In 
Held aporta. In aeveral citlea rifle and gun clube have boon 
formed, compoaed exclualvely of ladlea. In other Inatincoa 
ladlea participate with gentlemen In frequent practice at the trap, 
or rifle range. At White Sulphur Springe, Va., rifle practice be¬ 
came a favorite paatlme with the ladlea laat aeaaon, and aeveral 
of them exhibited marked aklll in the nae of thla arm. Thla 
tendency toward thla mof t exciting aport on the part of our lady 
frienda cannot fall to prove a aubject of profound graUflcatlon to 
every true aportaman. We eee no reaaon why ladlea In city life 
may not with atrlct propriety engage In Uap, glaw baU or terget 
ahooting. They And thla claaa of apxt much more exciting, 
exhilarating and healthful than archery, croquet and other 
popular paatlmea, auch aa they naually Indulge In; and they have 
a tendency to cultivate a much higher aplrlt than tboae oommon- 
plaoe and more quiet amuaementa, and to make women more Inde¬ 
pendent and aelf-rellaat, and conaeqnently enable them to pro¬ 
tect theroeelvea.

Inaorted. When wo publlahed Mr. Shaw’a book, wo gave him a 
reputation ho could not have othorwlae obtained ao rapidly among 
American Sportamen, and we do know that many poraona aub- 
acribed for the book, who otherwiae would not have done ao, had 
they not read the advance parte In our columna. 

We did not, aa the Uae’Slock Journal did In ateallng our article, 
fall to give the aource from whence the Information publlahed 
waa obtained, but we drew editorial attention to the work, and 
advtaed our readera to aubacribe for It, aa the numbere bound 
would make auaeful book; alao that each number contained a 
colored plate we could not reproduce.

Our treatment, however, haa had the effect to embolden It, ao 
much ao that laat week It atole our report and acoroa of the 
IlllnoU State Bportemon’a Aaaoclatlon convention and tourna¬ 
ment, typographical errora Included, and palmed them off aa 
original. It U true It cut out a great deal, but what It did uae 
waa bodily atolen from our columna. 

When wo want a report of a raoollng we pay a reporter to atr 
tend the meeting and fnmiah a report, and according to all 
uaagea the report la our property. All honorable Journala reoog- 
nUe thla fact; and therefore, It nied, we are entitled to credit. 
We aent a reporter to the New Tork State Sportemen'a Aaaocla- 
tlon convention; we did not depend on ateallng a report from 
aome other Journal. Formtand Stream, on the other band, la too 
contemptibly moan to do thla, but apongea from otbera.

I could aee signs of deer, but they 
did not Impreas me by their extra freabneea, ao I got down from 
my horse, and walked up to the dog to aee wbat waa tbe occasion 
of bis apparent earnestneae. Just then he started at full tilt, run 
about a hundred yards, and stopped again, giving ns a little mure 
of bla melody. I was puzsied, but knew It waa all right, for Aken 
'waa the beet In the deck. We were both unprepared, never dream¬ 
ing of finding game so close by or we could have l>ag' 
ged a splendid old buck, aa one jumped up within ten 
feet of tbe dog, and not more than fifty yarda from where we 
were. Then began tbe chase In earnest; Akere close on him, 
made as much music aa a half dozen ordinary bounds, and the 
clatter of our horses' feet.roigbt have been mistaken fora troop of 
cavalry oa »e daabed on, belter skelter through tbe forest, up bill 
and down dale, regardlesa of direction or dangers, having for 
guide but the yelping of our dug. I never thought a abort-legged 
creature like Aken could go the pace, but It was tremendoua ; we 
could never get up witbtu range, though at times we would heave 
Id aigbt of tbe deer. He was never In such hot water before, and 
waa making straight for tbe Cumberland river. At this juncture 
came a lull, tbe dog bad become allent. Wbat could be the mat¬ 
ter! Just then ve reached tbe bank of tbe stream, out of which 
on tbe opposite bank tbe deer waa emerging, and little Aken 
swimming bis fastest, about half way across. Pursuit on our part 
waa now at an end, and we determined to retura. Onr horaea 
were completely fagged, and we bad tbe many miles run, to go 
over; disappointed and angry, brother and I rode slowly along, 
not speaking a word,for about au hour, when be cried out, ‘There 
la old Aken' voice, I hear him, llaten I’ Sure enough, on onr left 
came the welcome Bounds, but evidently at a great distance. We 
baited, and every moment brought tbe music closer to us. Our 
horses were too tired to make auotber run, so we bad to remain 
where we were. Now tbe dog cannot be beard. We waited long 
and anxiously but could bear nothing. Again we took to saddle 
and started toward borne. Honrs passed and tbe sun was begin¬ 
ning to touch tbe horizon, wben upon our right, and apparently 
between us and tbe farm, we beard a dog. It could not be Aken 
for how could be have gotten there I As It was on our road, we 
urged our jaded nagt along, and tbe further we went, the plainer 
came the sound. By this time, I would have wagered my tael red, 
that oo dog but Aken could make such music. Still doeer did 
we seem to get and now we determined to dismount and abide by 
luck. Brother took a stand uider shelter of some bushes, and I 
behind a large rock on the brink of an abyss, about thirty feet 
deep, and distant from my brother at least two hundred yards.

Igently for a few momenta, and then turned beck toward the 
fence at the place I bad crossed It; here she came to a point. 1 
could Dot believe that any game was there, bsvlog hunted every 
foot of the field, but she remained so slannrh that I retraced my 
steps and walked up close to her; 1 orderevi her on, but she 
would not move, to I kicked her genUy at which ebe got up, 
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tucked her UU between her letp, end for the flrrt time In her life, 
•kulked. I could eee uothlng end celled her ewey; ehe followed, 
but relucUutly. I ordered her off egeln, end before ehe bed 
rone flftr yerde ehe ren beck to the leme piece el the fence. I 
wee et my wile’ eode to know the ceuee of thie Blnguler conduct 
of e doff tbet 1 conceived to bo Invincible, eo I determined to 
ferret out the conundrum. Going beck I pieced my gun egUnet 
e tree end bogen e cloee eeercb; ehe now ehowed eigne of pleee- 
ure by wegglng her Ull end whining. 1 kicked down the greee 
end brueh ebont her, end In the buehee clone by the fence new 
luy pocket book on the ground. Tou mey fency my delight, ee 
It ronulned e good pert of my worldly goode. Ae eoon et 1 
bed eocured my loet treeeure ehe took to hunting egein In her 
ueuel etyle.*

No Institution bee done so much to Improve the condition of 
our race as tbet of the Sabbath, end one would think thet even 
a “ humenlterlen" could well afford t) forego the Indulgence of 
those i>rectlcee,wblch can only tend to obliterate Its conscientious 
observation.

Editob Cbicsoo Field :-Thls place poas^ many 
ol Interwt to the sportsman. It Is situated at t^ tower 
Ity of Green Bay, an arm ol Lake Mtohl^, and at the mouth 
of the Fox river. There are hundreds of acres of marA la^ In 
and around the bay, upon aU of which there la a luxurlmit 
growth of wUd rice, furnlahlng aiceltoot *«««»« 
wild ducks. Large numbers are 1^ 

Good bags are frequently made within a mile at ^ city 
Baas aud pickerel flaking, both In the bay and ^ 

saimsam puifldM we ooiBerMt wIUiId ft few mUet of tn« city, 
ftDd on tbft 8htoc rlw ftod BIftck creek, thirty miles weftt of here, 
deer are very plentlfuL The hard Winters and deep snows 
drive them down from the upper peninsula annually. They M- 
low the lake shore to the bay which turns their cuu^ 
until reaching this and Outagamie County, where the Winters 
being leas severe, and food and cover more abundant, they stop. 

There are large tracts of unbroken forests and cedar aw^ps 
In both counUes, and many of the does remain through the 8u^ 
mer months and breed. 0^ deer hunting baa been jnJoyed 
here every season for many years past A ^y of 
sportsmen kUled twenty-seven M “PP^ J.'f* “ 

l£ than two weeks. A party from Milwaukee billed e^ht In 
three days, and many reeldenU of thU place and vicinity have 
been eq^y sneoesaful in the same locality. Many dew are 
annually kUled on the Oneida Indian reaervaUon, within five or 
ten miles of thU dty. This reaervaUon Is sU miles wide by 
twelve long, and but very little of It has yet bow deared.

Editor C'BiOiOO Field:— This place has one of the model 
came protective clubs of the suto. Its prime object is the en¬ 
forcement of the game laws, and the protection of game ’by a 

large majority.” . t 

The Immediate cause of lU organUatlon was a Gorman by tbe 
name of Moyer, who Uvea near the place, and who has for some 
years past been shooting game out of season- Two years ago he 
killed a doe In tbe early part of tbe summer, that had but recently 
given birth to a fawn. The fawn was seen In a swamp the next day, 
near where Itsmother had been killed, and a week later was found 
there dead, having starved to death. Forbearance ceased to be a 
virtue, and the Messrs. Ebert Bros., H. F. Bagjey, and a few other 
sportsmen of the place, formed themselves Into what Is now known 
as the Chilton Sportamen’a Club, and proceeded to watch the 
the movements of this man. Ho was warned that any further yl^ 
laUon of the game laws on hto part would meet with such ponUh- 
meot ft8 the Iftw preecribed. He refrftlned from further vlolftUoDt 
until lest summer, when ho was seen to flush a wild duck from 
her nest and shoot her. Ho was promptly arrested, tried and 
lined In the sum of thirty dollars. He refused to pay the flne and 
was sent to Jail for thirty days. , „ 

During the time of hU Imprisonment, a club house, with Its 
furniture and several boats, belonging to some members of tbe 
club and situated oo a lake a few mllee from town was burned to 
tbe ground, presumably by some friend of the culprit. 

These geDtiemeo ere not in the leftst dsunted however, by this 
lawless demonstration on their property. They are constantly on 
the lookout for any further violations of the law. Slid are deter¬ 
mined to prosecute every case that comes under their knowledge, 
to the full extent of the stotnte. Men who show such high moral 
courage In the enforcement of game laws aa, do these gentlemen, 
cannot be too highly commended.

Darwin, the celebrated uaturallet and scientist 

his works. I believe In his " Descent of Man, that the male 
salmons Bghl on their spawning teds, and that ‘J’®” 

are killed In that way. Now tue fish mentioned by Darwlu as 
the salmon was cerUlnly not the salmon of our waters; for no 
one has any means of learning of the pugnacious propenaltlea of 
hie salmonshlp on his spawning beds, for, as I said abov^ the 
oldest and moat experlencid angler* have^ been unable to Bnd out 
when or where they propagate. Climax, In his communication, 
save: " I am not yet aware that there to any evidence of their 
coming up into our waters to spawn, except that Colonel Ater* 
bas told me that on one occasion he caught a (ciuale of ateut 
nineteen and one-half pounds weight in Buffalo, from which he

Mr R L. Scruggs, who resides In this place, and whose ang¬

Informs me that he has caught the “ salmon' or lick in 
the Cumberland river at a point several miles below NashvlUe, 
and that they were very pregnant with roe. In reply to the quea 
tlon, " At what season of the year did you catch the Jack com 
talning eggs!”

My brotte^ D. E. Scruggs, who reside* In Ooodleltsville, In Uls 
state to a famous Jack catcher, and he catches more jacks dur 
log tiie month of March than at any season of the year.' 

Now Mr Scruggs and Colonel Akers are the only persons that 
I have ever heard of catching the Jack containing eggs Of course 
they deposit their eggs somewhere, but nobody knows where or 

" Cl°max, In hi* article, reproduces a letter written by Dr. J. W. 
Boyd, of Knoxville, Tenn., In which Boyd says; As sUted the 
salmon leaves our water* about the last of March, Md la p<»l- 
tlvely not seen till November." Now, such is not the cmm with 
the salmon hero In Red river. Old and experienced anglers teU 
me that the salmon la caught here all the year round. More are 
. caught (so I am Informed) during the Spring and Summer than 
anv other season of the year.

It go! Is it anadromous!" I have never conversed with but one

*** There to another thing about the salmon that fishermen do not

As I SUted before, this place Is situated on Red river, which 
empties Into the Cumberland river at (Batksvllle, dtoUnt (by 
w.tor) some twenty five or thirty miles. Some years ago. Red 
river was believed navigable from Clarksville to this place, and 
no min-dams were allowed to be constructed across It between 

C_and this place. A mill-dam wa* buUt about a qnar^ of 

a mile above here, and there,—ye*, right there—hi* J^ackshlp 
stopped short off In bis Journey up stream. No angler knowing 
much about the habit* of salmon, ever casU hi* line above the 
dam, expecting to catch a Jack, for be knew be wa* "not thar " 
Borne years ago, the river, during a high rise, cut lU way by the 
abutment on the east able, and has boon fiowlng that way ever 
since.

Pfotessor Nicholson referring to the mysterious dlssppearence 
of toe Jack fish, quote* Dr. 8. F. Bslrd, United State* Fish Com¬ 
missioner. a* expresalng the opinion that they go up toe mall 
stream*; and Professor N. adds, “Ido not tWnk so. Hols 
right. A* 1 said before, toe " Jack" or salmon" to unkn^n In 
imy of the tributoriee of Red river, except Sulpbnr Fork. Several 
clear, beautiful little rivulets empty Into Red river near here, 
and, like the stream deacrlbod by Byron, their 


Basks are fringed with many a goodly tree. 

And dower* the fairest that may feast the bee; 

and to their clear, pladd waUr* are countless millions of 
minnows for game fish to feed upon, but no Jack are there. I 
do sincerely wish that toe local press throughout the length and 
breadth of our stote could be induced to discus* this matter; for 
Itto very dlfllcuU to roach the mas* of the people through the 
medium of the sporting press, so many people bel^ prejudiced 
against sportsmen, and “them papers that advertise their fine 

gun* and their fine dogs." ™ j _ 

Since I have been a reader of the Caicsoo Field I undertook 
to discus* In the columns of a certain local paper to which I 
contribute articles, the Importance of enforcing our protective 
game and fish law; but I soon saw that the editor of the pa|Mr 
alluded to was afraid of the subject, was afraid he would make 
somebody mad, and lose subscribers In consequence. When 1 
wrote to the paper referred to, the recent law for the protection 
of fish was being openly and fiagrantly violated in Red river. 
Every devilish device that the Ingenuity and rapacity of man 
could suggest was being employed (and to now to some extent) 
to extermlna'e the finny tribe. I sometime* wish that our 
streams were frequented by a few such monaters as Victor Hugo’s 
devil fish; and then you bet sneaks would mind how they prowled 
around under cover of darkness, dragging them wlto seines. 
But still editors will keep “ mum," don’t dare say a word.

The Snrr-Hmelt of the fiorthvrest CoAst, and the Method 
of Taking Them by the ({ulllehute Indians. 

Along the coasts of both sides of the North Pacific lives a 
small fish allied to the common smelts of the North Atlantic, and 
the kindred species of California, but nevertheless sufllclenUy 
distinct to te dl.itlngul*h*d as a peculiar generic type. This wa* 
originally named hf/pometu* by Gill, and has since been adopted 
by the ictoyologlst* of Europe, as well as America. With the 
general outline of the smelt. It has somewhat smaller scales, the 
moutb 1* less deeply cleft, the maxillary bones not produced as far 
backward, the teeth much smaller (none of the Jaw teeth being 
enUrged), and the ventral* are almost or quite under the middle 
of the dorsal. The only species certainly known Is the Hypome- 
nu oliiiut. The hablU and mode of toking this fish have been de¬ 
tailed by Mr. James G. Swan, In a letter to Prof. Baird, and from 
the advance sheets of the Proceedings of the United Btates 
National Museum (for 1880, pp. 43-46), we reproduce it in our 
columns. 


Nbrab Bat, Wash. Ter., 8epL 33, 1879. 
Thirty miles south of Cape Flattery, at the entrance to Fu<» 
Btralt, Washington territoiy. Is the Qulllehute river, a small 
stream emptying Into the Pacific ocean near some rocky IsleU, the 
largest of which, named by the Indian* “ AUklstet, " and by the 
shite* "Jsme* laland." to a landmark for the entrance to the 
little bay or cove, on the shore of which Is the principal village 
of the Qulllehute Indians, who collect and dry for Winter use a 
very choice variety of smelt {SypomauM olidut), which I have 
named the surf-smelt, from Its peculiar habit of deposlUng It* 
spawn among the shingle of the beach, coming In with the surf 
in Incredible oumbers> and in thl# reaped iocnewhat reacoabUng 
tbe capelin (Jfallotut vOtona) of New Brunswick. 

The surf-smelt closely resemble* the common smelt In shape, 
size, and the peculiar cucumber odor, but differs in having its 
belly covered with a coating of yellow fat, which Imparts an oily 
appearance to water where the fish have been cleaned or washed, 
and makes them the very perfection of pan-fish. 

During the month of August, 1879, I wa* at tbe Qnlllebnto 
Indian village from the 17th to the 33d, with United States 
Indian agent, Charles Willoughby, and had an ample opportunity 
to witness the habits of the surf-amelt and their capture by the 
natives. These Indiana take them by means of a peculiar- 
shaped band-net of a parallelogram form at top, five feet long, 
twenty Inches wide, and from four to five feet deep, with a 
curved handle. 

Tbe specimen net which I send Is made of the fiber of the com¬ 
mon stinging netUe (Prlies lUoica L.), which grow* in luxurii^ 
abundance on the northwest coast near Indlsn villages and de¬ 
serted esmps. A specimen of the prepared fiber is also sent with 

tb6 D6t. 

Th« method of prepeiing the netUe by the QalUehut* iDdleoiy 
after galherlDg a qaaoUty and itrlppiDg off the leave# aad iwlgiy 
I* to dry the stalks In the sun, or on a frame In the lodge, near, 
but not directly over, the fir*. , 

When properly dried, each stalk is split open and the sAIm or 
woody part broken by the hand and peeled off from the outside 
^ akin or fiber. Thl* fiber I* then span or twisted Into thread* or 
twine, by rolling between th* palm of the band and th* bar* leg, 
a process at which the womau are very expert. 

The Indiana at ptesani know nothing of tbe process of roUtng 
the plant and breaking It to get rid of th* aAlvs, *r of the proeass 
of hackling tbe flbar.and as thair method la to alow and laborious, 
they are abaodoalng tbe ua* of tbe nattle as a textile plaat,aad ns* 
twine, which they either porehaae read* made, or mranfactim 
from cotton threads rsveM out from Bour sacks and spun by 
hand, or from Juta, whteh they procure from old gunny-baga 
which have been thrown away by tbe white*. 

I think If they could b* uugbt the prooaa* of rotting the nat¬ 
tle and preparlug the fiber, a* th* farmers of Kentucky prepare 
hemp or fiax, that they would soon b* abl* to furnish a valnsbla 
article of oommaroa which would pay them well for their labor. 

The not I sued will show th* twin* mad* by thl* moat priml 
tire of aU mathods, and indlcaU lb* many porpoaes for whlA U 
may b* made avaltobla; but in otdar to b* piofilabi* It should b* 
prepared In quaatltla* Uks las, or hamp, which It gveolly raram- 
ble#< 

Th* net atlt^ or knot (or making th* maoh wa* not tongbt 


them by white man, but ha* been known by the coaat Indian* 

***N2rto thirty year* ago I saw th* nlmon ^ ^‘•'®, Chinook 
Indian* at the mouth of the Columbia river. The knowledge and 
ua* of net* antadata* Iba advent of the Bret white man, but in 
the manufacture of th* fiber and th* twine they ^ to bare re¬ 
tained the most primitive Ideas, and never have advanc^ Wbal 
little twine they now manufacture is made exclusively by tbe old 

" TheV»“»r shap* of th* net. and the curvtd han_^ are to 
enable Indians to beat ue* them in the surf. A straight handle 

'*The'**^f^elt ^ usually moat plentiful during the month of 
August, sod come in such vast number* that tbe water seem* to 
be filled with them. Captain Carroll, of tbe stemner Alexander 
Duncan, plying between the Columbia river and P<V®1 sound, 
informed me to*^ on th* 34th of August, while on his passsp 
from Astoria to Neeah bay, he ran through a school of smelU 
between Point OrenvIUe and Qulllehute which eiten^ n«^ly 
fortv miles, and at night their track was made visible by a telgbt 
phosphoreacent llgW which emanated from them. I notic^ the 
same luminous appearance in the surf In Qulllehute Cove during 
each night that I remained there. 

Th* smelU come In with the flood tide, and when a wave 
breeke on the beach they crowd up Into the very foam, and aa 
the surf recede* many will be seen dapping on the sand and . 
shingle, but Invariably returning with the undertow to deeper 

**An'examination showed the pebbles to be incrnsted with 
spawn, and as all the smelts I cooked were males, I concluded 
that the female* had first come in and cast their spawn and were 
succe^ed hy the males, who deposited their milt I handled and 
noticed a great many, and cooked several 'loxens on two succes¬ 
sive days, but did not notice a single female. This might have 
been purely accidental, and perhaps at another time the catch 
would have proved all females. . , v , . 

On the first appearance of the fish, tbe Indiana rush Into the 
surf and press the outer edge of the net down firmly on the sand 
or shingle, the swash of the breaker forcing the smelts Into the 
net. Then, as the water recedes, they turn round quickly and 
bold tbe net so that the undertow will force more smelts Into It. 

In thle way I saw them Uke at least a bushel at a single scimp. 

In their Immense numbers, these smelts resemble the eulachon 
(0,,/tom* pacifleu,) or candle-flab, Uken In such 

enormous quantiUes at Naas River, In British Columbia, near the 
southern boundary of Alaska. 

After every scoop, the IndUn, If successful, empties lU con¬ 
tents on the beach, where tbe squaws and children quickly gather 
them Into baskets, and carry them to the hoase^ where they are 
strung on strip* of cedar bark and hung up to dry. The meth<^ 
of stringing them is to Uke each one separately and pass a half 
hitch with the bark around the head Just back of the gills. 
Thl* keep* each fish separate, and enables them to dry tetter. 

The Qulllehute* still retsln the ancient superstition, formerly 
BO prevalent among t. e coast tribes, relative to their fish, that the

I was fortunate in obUInlng quarters In tbe bouse of an Indian 
who had a cooking-stove, where we cooked our rations as sulM 
us. One of the Indians of our party obtained some smelts, which 
he boiled (or supper, cooking Ihem In tbe Qulllehuto style; he 
gave ne some, which I fried. No sooner did the Qulllehute* 
learn that I was cooking some of their fish than two of the head 
chiefs, Howcaltl and Klakistokar, came to see what I wm doing, 
as they (eared I would cut the fish with a knife; but I fried them 
whole, and when they saw me Uke the nice crispy smelU with my 
band and eat them entire, without aid of knife or fork, they 
grunted forth their eatUfactlon, and allowed me to purchase u 
many as I wished to take away. But of salmon they would 
neither give or sell. The Fall run of the Satmo eanis and Aolmo 
profeus had Just commenced to come, and while they gave ns all 
we could eat of their own cooking. In their own hous^lhey re¬ 
fused to sell or give a single fish to te Uken away. They fully 
believed that If we took any salmon Into our canoe, all the ^mon 
would desert the Qulllehute river and follow us to Neeah Bay, 
and If we bad cut tbe smelU or salmon with a knife, they all 
would Immediately disappear In the ocean and never return. 

I was unable to procure even a apeclmen of the salmon, but ob¬ 
tained enough smelU to forward some excellent specimens to 
Washington. Very respectfully, your obedient servant.

It would be well fur onr frienda far up North, and who are 
deroteea to the delightful aport and recreation of angling, to 
keep In mind the watera above referred to, namely, Harpeth, 
South Harpeth, and Turnbull. They flow through one of the 
moat beautiful and highly cultivated eeutlona of Middle Tennea- 
aee, are of eaay accesa from this place, and In tbelr Immediate 
vicinity the gentry live like prlncea at home, and would gladly 
meet with aportemen from abroad. Fernvale Sprlnga, a moat de¬ 
lightful reeort, la within but a very few miles of the very apota In 
which tbe flab above mentioned hare been and can be caughL 
During the months of October and November, tbe most charming 
period of the year In thla section, la tbe time to come to this 
country, become acquainted with tbe people, and have such aport 
aa cannot be eurpaa^ on this continent, and from which wives 
and sweethearts can bear every day. If desirable. Combine with 
angling a few days’ shooting and a more pleasant time could not 
be bad—quails and turkeys In abundance, and an occasional deer, 
to say nothing of a regular Southern “ 'possum hunt.”

Kelhtire Leugth and Weight of FiHhes. 

Any one who baa associated much with anglers must have 
noticed and often been much amused at tbe wild assertions made 
by some respecting tbe weight of Ashes of certain length. A 
little reflection and remembrance of elementary mathematical 
knowledge would prevent many such errors and serve as a useful 
guide. Let It be recalled. In the first place, that “ similar solids 
are to each other In the triplicate ratio of tbelr homologous 
divisions.” To Illustrate this, we will take a flsb having a length 
of flfteen Inches and weighing one pound. (A pike would be a 
standard here.) Let us now suppose that a flsb of the same kind 
thirty Inches long Is to be eatlmated as to Its weight. Of codtse, 
tbe several ratios of height and width to length, or In other 
words, the relative proporUons of the flsh are preserved appraci- 
malefy In tbe large and small specimens. We say tbe proportions 
are approxlmoMy preserved, because on tbe whole there Is a 
tendency to Increase In stoutness or fat with age, and therefore 
an old Individual may weigh relatively more than would be the 
case It tbe mathematical law of Increase were strictly followed. 
With the saving clause thus noted, however, tbe flsb thirty 
Inches long would not only be twice as long as the one flfteen 
Inches long, but would also be twice as high and twice aa wide. 
To get at the weight, then, of the flsh thirty Inches long, and 
knowing that of the specimen flfteen Inches long we should 
multiply the weight of tbe smaller by 2X2X2=8. Thus tbe 
length of the flftMn lncb specimen being one pound, that of the 
thirty-inch Individual would be In the neighborhood of eight 
pounds. Ooe of that length actually turned the scales at eight 
pounds and six ounces. 

A series of comparative measorementa (len:tbs and weights) 
from, say six Inches to full slxe of our game Ashes, would be very 
useful and quite serviceable to tbe angler. We would gladly re¬ 
ceive such trom tbe friends of tbe Caicado Fikld to publl^ In 
these columns Mr. H. Cholmoodely Pennell has published a 
few such tables In “Tbe Angler-Naturalist; a Popular History of 
British Fresh-Water Fish.” The species were tabulated by “ Mr. 
Charles Wright, of the Strand.” They are the common perch 
p. S9), the common carp (p. 102), tbe barbel (p. 123), the chub 
p. 155), and the pike (p. 192). The perch and pike being alto 
native Amhiicans, and tbe carp Introduced Into onr waters, we 
reproduce here tbe measurements of these speclee. 
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There are apparently tome errors In these measurements (la 
tbe ease of tbe perch) and we should be glad to receive correo- 
tlone or eonflrmatlootof the lahlea. It must, however, be re¬ 
marked, that every tpedmeo baa Ite Individuality, and.the 
weights of eoaise,wlU deviate within a eonalderable range acoord- 
loglo tbe coodlUon of the flsh. Dr. Henaball Ims kls^ prom¬ 
ise us a tarlae of maasaremants of the two apedes of Black Bate 
and than will be pohUabed aa toon aa racelveiL Twao. Oitx.

times with a flrat-clafs article, at a mere ItlAs additional expense. 
Thla mode of pratarvlng flsh was drat iaangurated by Messrs. 
Davit, Detroit, Mich., In 1808, tines which time this prooem has 
rapidly ipread to nearly all the leading flth packing dtles In tbe 
United Btates. The procem It a vary simple ooe, loexpeosivs, 
preaervet the flab perfectly fresh sod sweet, and as with mapy 
other useful In venUoot, we cannot help wondering why It wat not 
discovered long before. 

The freexing Is done Ingalvanlxed Iron pans, holding from one 
to a doxen dab, according to the slxe of tbe pans and tbe else of 
the flsb. Tbe paiu are covered and placed in boxes, fliled with 
layers of salt and Im, and In a couple of boura’ time each particu¬ 
lar flsh Is reduced to a solid lump. 

We have visited many packing houses, and examined Into the 
workings of the various kinds of freexing apparatus now In 
use, which differ aome In their details We found the process a 
very Interesting one, and perhaps we can give a general Idea of 
the manner In which the flsh are dealt with, the cool treatment 
they receive when they leave the water, and the style In which 
they are converted Into flsh “ mommies ” and stowed away for 
future reenrrectloo. The first thing la to crush the Ice, which Is 
generally done with David W. Low’s Improved Ice crusher. The 
lee and salt are mixed In proper proportions for use In the refrlg- 
ej store. The next objects noticeable are a number of pans 
with covers, resembling “ dripping pans ” of household utility, 
except that each pan has a cover, and Is made of heavy galvanised 
Iron. These pans bold from ooe to a dozen Ash, according to alas, 
Tbe flth are taken from the pile Just collected from tbe water, 
cleanly washed, placed In tbe pans, and tbe covers put on. Tbe 
pant are then conveyed to boxes of very large size, capable of 
holding many of the pane 

A layer of- crushed Ice and salt Is placed In tbe bottom of the 
boxes, then a layer of tbe pans containing tbe flsh, and so on al¬ 
ternately, notU the boxes are full, when they are closed and tbe 
flsh left to freeze. The time occupied in freezing Is generally 
about two hours, though with proper preparation, flsb can be fro¬ 
zen In forty minutes, as hard as Ice. After two hours the flsh are 
taken out of tbe pans and put away In tbe preserving rooms, and 
tbelr places supplied with others. A large force of men are con¬ 
stantly employ^ during the Ashing season,and tbe flsh are frozen 
at tbe rata of many tons per daY,and many tons of Ice are consumed 
In this Industry. 

The preserving rooms, where the flsb are stowed away for fu¬ 
ture use, are built somewhat on the plan of tbe Davis Refrigera¬ 
tor Car, and with a dally supply of Ice and salt In the walls of 
tbe receiving rooms, can be kept fresh and sweet an Indeflnlte 
length of time. These rooms are entered by a door In the side 
or a small aperture In tbe floor above by means of a ladder, 
where the men can be dimly seen engaged In stacking up flsb 
similar to cord wood. In front, behind, and on the sides, we be¬ 
hold nothing but the solldlfled swimmers, which at the sides and 
ends of the preserving room are plied up to the celling, leaving 
only a narrow passage way where there Is a side entrance. Where 
tbe business Is carrM on extensively, tbe flsh can be thus pre¬ 
served for from one-half to one cent per pound, which of course 
Is governed by tbe cost of Ice and salt. The salt and Ite do not 
at any time come In contact with tbe bodies of tbe flsb. Tbe prin¬ 
cipal advantsge claimed by this process Is that flsh are frozen In 
ao short a time that there Is no importunity for decay to set In, 
and once frozen there Is no dilnculty In keeping them In that 
condition, and the cheapness of this process will tend to keep 
prices for fresh flsh nearly level all the year. 


The Oil Shark of Sonthern Callforaia. 


On the southwestern coast of tbe United States occurs a shark 
which la popularly known aathe “oil-shark.” It waa quite uncer¬ 
tain what species was thus designated, but Messrs. David 8. Jordan 
and Charles H. Gilbert have recently solved tbe question and 
singularly enough It proves to be the old OalforMMUt galfut —tbe 
common tope of the European seas—but which bad been only 
known previously as an Inhabitant of the Californian waters from 
a single specimen recorded by Gunther lb his “ Catalogue of 
Fishes In tbe British Museum.” 

Mr. Tarrell In hla “ History of British Fishes,’’ has communi¬ 
cated tbe following details respecting the ocenrrence of tbe 
species In British waters. 

“ On the Oorntsb coast, tbe tope Is a common and rapacious 
species; but It Is not so destructive as tbe blue shark. Tbe 
larger specImenA which are about six feet long, abound chiefly 
In Sommer; and tbe young, to tbe number of thirty or more, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Couch, are excluded at ooe birth from tbe female 
In May and June. They do not reach tbe full size until tbe sec¬ 
ond year, and continue with us through tbe flrst Winter, while 
those of larger size retire Into deep waters. No use Is made of 
this species beyond melting tbe liver for oil. When caught on a 
flsherman’s line, this flsb sometimes has recourse to the same 
attempt at deliverance aa tbe blue shark by twisting the line 
tbrougbout tbe whole length round Its body.” 

Oompare this Information now with that Just published by 
Metare. Jordan and Gilbert aa to the peculiarities of the Califor¬ 
nian representatives of the species. 

“Along the coast of Southern Csllforola a large species of shark 
appears In the Spring In great scboola At certain places along 
tbe coast, especially about Newport Landing, In the southern 
part of l>os Angelas County, the pursuit of this shark becomes a 
matter of considerable economic Importance. They are taken 
eaaily with a book, and aometlmea great numbers of them may 
be aurroonded and brought In with a seine. They are valued for 
tbelr livers and tins. A single liver when the animals flrst arrive. 
In March, will yield a gallon of oil. As much as 4,000 gallons 
of this oil have been procured at Newport In a single season. 
The flux of this species are sold to tbe Chinamen, who And them 
B great delicacy, and pay for them twelve and a half cents a 
pound. 

"The present writers have succeeded In obtaining one of these 
’oU'Sharks,’ and And tbe species to be tbe European tope (Jalt- 
orAlnus galetu (Oalfiu esnis and ntlp-rris of authors). It Is singu¬ 
lar that our only knowledge of tbe occurranoa of this species on 
the west ensst at America till now has been the Indication by 
Dr, Gunther of the presence In the British Museum of * o. Young. 
Ban Francisco. From Mr. Gruber’s collection.’ Yet, In the 
waters of California south of Polol Conception It Is doubtless 
mors numerous In Individuals than all other species of sharks 
combined.” 

Messrs. Jordan and Gilbert have given measurements of a 
specimen, but It It only necessary to state here that the length 
was a little mors than 6 feet (tl8 lorhrs)

Fly-Fiahing for Southern Sea Trout. 


Cbicaoo, III. 

Editor Cuicaoo Field: —In your Issue of May 2 fl, you Invite 
Information, from any readers who have caught the southern sea 
trout (Cpnoadon caroHnensii) with the fly. Having often had 
that pleasure, during the past three Winters In Ihe Gulf Ham¬ 
mock on the western coast of FlorldA I will state tbe modut 
oprrandi for the benefit of those who have never caught that 
most gamey fish. They run In achools, up tbe creeks and rivers 
emptying Into tbe gulf, coming In with the tide and extending 
their peregrinations In search of food up beyond tbe brackish 
limit and Into tbe clear sweet waters whose fountain beads ema¬ 
nate from tbe Innumerable springs that abound all tbrough 
Florida. They can be caught at any time during tbelr Inland 
trip or on their return. My method of proceeding la as follows. 
Starting out, I unreel about forty feet of line, having a single 
fly, or sometimes two, at tbe end of my leader, using sometimes 
the larger sized trout fly, and at other times those ordinarily 
used for black bass. I have my anchor and rope all ready, ao 
that at a moment's notice I can cast It overboard. 1 then row 
very slowly up stream or down as the case may be, trailing tbe 
fly slowly along. Bo slow, as to allow it to sink an Inch or so 
below tbe surface. If the current Is strong and I am rowing 
against It, I let out more line, enough to aUow It to sink a little. 
This Is for tbe purpose of ascertaining where the schools are. 
Tbe moment you pass over tbem you get a strike and as soon as 
you have hooked your flsh you must cast anchor. Then after 
landing your capture you whip tbe stream, proceeding exactly 
the same as If for brook trout, except that you allow your fly to 
sink a little before casting again. They will often take tbe fly 
tbe moment It touches tbe water, and seem as eager for It aa tbe 
greediest northern trout. AVhen they have stopped biting, I 
crulae around endeavoring to find tbem, again trailing tbe fly. 
It unsuccesaful, I proceed on my journey aa before. At Uomo- 
saasa I have caught them weighing over four and three-quarter 
pounds on ao eight ox. trout rod, and aa In some places tbe cur¬ 
rent on both Salt river and the Homosaasa, Is strong, the sport 
Is exciting and grand, for they are bard gamey flghterA and 
seem to have a spite against you and your tackle, until tbelr 
beautifully spotted sides lay quivering In your landing net I 
have seen tbem cangbt on a small sized spoon, also on red flan¬ 
nel attached to a crnel and barbarous gang ot hooks. Few 
people are aware of how many fish In tbe sonthern waters will 
take the fly. It Is said that at Homosaasa there are thirteen 
species that can be taken with the fly, and I do not doubt It 1 
have caught there with tbe fly, tbe sea trout, red snapper, channel 
bass (red flsb) skip jack, black bass and others. Tbe same fish 
will take tbe spoon or flannel bait 1 caught there for the first 
time In my experience the black bass In very brackish waters. 
They are very nearly related to our northern "big-mouthed 
variety,’’ and though often attaining an enormous size, are |>oor 
fighters, often not breaking water once In tbelr struggles.

It was re 
printed verbatim In New York a few years sIoca (1876), with a 
reproduction of the original quaint wood cuts by T. L. Black.

A* I suted before, this place Is sltuat^ on Rri river, "hich 
empties Into the Cumberland river at Clarksville, distant (by 
w.ter) some twenty Ave or thirty miles. Some years Red 
river was believed navigable from Clarksville to thto place, and 
no ralU-damB were eHowed to be conetructed icroM It between 

c-,nd thto place. A mllMam waa built about a quarter of 

a mile above here, and there,—yes, right there—hts Jacksbip 
Stopped short off In hi* Journey up stream. No angler 
much aboutthehablU of salmon, ever casU his line above the 
dam, expecting to catch a Jack, for he knew he WM 
Some years ago, the river, during a high rise, cut Ite way by the 
abutment on the east aide, and has been Aowlng that way ever 
since. Now bis Jacksbip was not long In discovering that toe 
way waa clear aod then he pitched out up stream In a hurry, like 
our friend CapUIn Boynton went down stream last summer. And 
bis jackshlp did not stop In his upward course, until he reirebed 
another dam some twenty or twenty-Ave miles ateve here. There 
he Baited.

" salmon.” I know ss well by reading Boyd's very accu^ de¬ 
scription of to* specimen* sent Colonel Akers, that It Is the aame 
Ash jack and salmon here, ss ll I bad examined carefully 
the two Ashes In Colonel A.’* poasemlon. 

Professor Nicholson referring to the mysterious dlsapp^nco 
of the Jack Ash, quotes Dr. 8. F. Baird, United States Ftoh Com¬ 
missioner, as expre^ng the opinion that they go up toe mall 
streams; aod Professor N. adds, “Ido not think so. Hols 
right. A* I said before, the " Jack” or " salmon’ to unknown In 
any of the tributaries of Bad river, except Sulphur Fork. Several 
clear, beauUful little rivulets empty Into Red river near here, 
and, like the stream described by Byron, their 


Banks are fringed with many a goodly tree. 
And dower* the Iklreat that may feaai the bee; 


and In their clear, placid water* are countless millions of 
minnows for game Ash to feed upon, but no Jack are th^. I 
do sincerely wish that the local press throughout the length and 
breadth of our state could be Induced to discuss thto matter ; for 
Itto very difficult to reach the mass of the people through the 
medium of the sportlug press, so many people being preJndlMd 
against sportsmen, and them paper* that advertise their Ane 

guns and their Ane dogs." , ^ t 

Since I have been a reader of the Chiosoo Field I undertook 
to discuss In the columns of a certain local paper to which I 
contribute articles, the Importance of enforcing our protective 
game and Ash law; but I soon saw that the editor of the pajmr 
alluded to was afraid of the subject, was afraid he would make 
somebody mad, and lose subscriber* In consequence. When 1 
wrote to the p*per referred tO| the recent liw for the protection 
of Ash was being openly and Asgrantly vlolatod In Red river. 
Every devilish device that the Ingenuity and rapacity of man 
could suggest was being employed (and to now to some extent) 
to extermlna'e the Anny tribe. I sometime* wish that our 
streams were frequented by a few such monster* at Victor Hugi^ 
devil Ash; and then you bet sneaks would mind how they prowled 
around under cover of darkness, dragging them with setnea 
But still editors will keep “ mum,” don’t dare say a word.

The Surf-Smelt of the Northwest CoRst, and the Method 
of Taking Them by the Qulllehute IndlauR. 


Along the coast* of both side* of the North PaclAc lives a 
small Ash allied to the common smelts of the North Atlantic, and 
the kindred specie* of California, but nevertheless sufficiently 
distinct to bo dl.ttlngulshed as s peculiar generic type. This waa 
originally named Aypomsnu by Gill, and has alnce been adopted 
by the Ictoyologtots of Europe, as well as America. With the 
general outline of the smelt, It has somewhat smaller scales, the 
mouth to less deeply cleft, the maxillary bones not produced as far 
backward* the teeth much amalter (dodo of the jaw teeth being 
enlarged), and the ventrels are almost or quite under the middle 
of the dorsal. The only specie* cetUInly known Is the Hypomt- 
tiM oKifua. The hablU and mode of taking this Ash have been de¬ 
tailed by Mr. James G. Swan, In a letter to Prof. Baird, and from 
the advance sheets of the Proceedings of the United States 
National Museum (for 1880, pp. 48-46), we reproduce It In our 
columns. 


Neesb Bat, Wash. Ter., SepL 33, 1878. 
Thirty mile* south of Cape Flattery, at the entrance to Fuca 
Strait, Washington territory. Is the Qulllehute river, a small 
stream emptying Into the PaclAc ocean near some rocky Islet*, the 
largest of which, named by the Indians “ Allktotet, " and by the 
• hltes “James island,’’1* a landmark for the entrance to the 
little bay or cove, on the shore of which Is the principal village 
of the Qulllehute Indians, who collect and dry for Winter im a 
very choice variety of smelt (Hypomettu oUdui), which I have 
named the surf-smelt, from Its peculiar habit of depositing It* 
spawn among the shingle of the beach, coming In with the surf 
In Incredible numbers, aod In this respect somewhat resembling 
the capelin (MaUotut viUoses) of Now Brunswick. 

The surf smelt ctoeely resemble* the common smelt lo shape, 
else, and the peculiar cucumber odor, but differ* In having It* 
belly covered with a coating of yellow fat, which Imparts an oily 
appearance to water where the Ash have been cleaned or washed, 
and make* them the very perfection of pan-Ash. 

During the month of August, 1879, 1 was at the Qulllehute 
Indian village from the 17th to the S3d, with United States 
Indian agent, Charles Willoughby, and had an ample opportunity 
to witness the bsblts of the surf-smelt aod their capture by the 
oaUves. These Indian* take them by means of a pecullar- 
thaped band-net of a parallelogram form at top, Ave feet long, 
twenty Inches wide, and from four to Ave feet deep, with a 
curved handle. 

The specimen net which I send Is made of the Aberof the com¬ 
mon stinging nettle (Urtica ilieiea L.), which grow* In luxurhm 
abundance on the northwest coast near Indian villages and d^ 
seried camps. A specimen of the prepared Aberls also sent with 
tb6 06t< 

The method of preperlog the nettle by the Qotllehate lodUaty 
after gathering a quantity and atiipplng off the leaTee and twlgap 
to to dry the stalks In the aun, or on a frame In the lodge, near, 
but not directly over, the Are. 

When properly dried, each stalk Is split open sad the »Ai*« or 
woody part broken by the hand and peeled off from the outside 
skin or Aber. This Aber I* then spun or twisted Into threads or 
twine, by rolling between the palm of the band and the bar* leg, 
a process st which tbs women are very expert. 

The Indian* at present know nothing ot the procee* of totting 
the plant and breaking It to get rid of the *A<m, er of toe p ronsss 
of hackling the Aber.and as thetr method to so alow aod lahoriMia, 
thny nru nbnndonlng thn om of lb# notUe m n lc*Ul# pl4ot,nDd OM 
twine, which they either purchase ready made, or mMUfactim 
from oottou thread* raveled out from Aour sacks sad a|)oa by 
band, or from Jute, which they procure from old gunny-bag* 
which have been thrown away by the whltoF. 

I think If they could be taught the prooee* Of rotting the net- 
Ue and preparing the Aber, as the farmer* of Kentucky pfep^ 
hemp or Bax, that they would soon be able to tarnish a yalosbl* 
article of commeroe which would pay them well for their labor. 

The net I send will show toe twine made by thto moet primi 
Uve of all methods, aod Indicate the many purpose* lor wh^ It 
may be made available; but lo oidar to be ptoAtabIs II should be 
prvparrd In quantitla* Ilk* Bax, or hemp, which It greatly resem- 

bl*8. .

Uem by white men, but ha* beeo known by the coast lodiaos 

***N2ri’v thirty year*ego I saw the salmon neteof the Chinook 
Indiana at the i^th of the ColumbU river. The knowledge and 
us* of net* antedates the advent of the Bret white mu, but In 
the manufacture of the Aber and the twine they sjtom to ioto re¬ 
tained the most prtmlUve Ideas, and nevm have advanort. Wh*t 
little twin* they now manufacture is made exclusively by the old 

* Th*''D*colUr than* of the net, and the curved handle, m to 
enable Indians to best us* them lo the surf. A straight handle 

**The'*mfot^are usuaUy moet plentiful during the month of 
August, and come In such vast number* that the water Mms to 
be Ailed with them. Captain Carroll, of the •l*“«r Alexander 
Duncan, plying between the Columbia river and Puget sound. 
Informed me tbst, on the 34th of Augus^ while on hi* passage 
from Astoria to Neeah bay, he ran through a 
between Point GrenvlUe and Qulllehute which eilnn^ neuly 
forty miles, and at night their track we* made visible by a Mght 
obosDboreeoent llghl which emanated from them. I noticed the 
same luminous appearance In the surf In Qulllehute Cove during 
each night that I remained there. 

The smelts come In with the Bood tide, and when a wave 
breaks on the beach they crowd up Into the very foam, and as 
the surf recedes many will be seen Bapplng on the sand and . 
shingle, but Invariably returning with the undertow to deeper 

An examination showed the pebble* to be Incrusted with 
spawn and as all the smelt* I cooked were male*, I concluded 
that the females had Brst come In and cast their *imwn «nd were 
succeeded by the males, who deposited their milt I handled and 
noticed a great many, and cooked several doxen* on two succes¬ 
sive dayt but did not noUoe a single female. This might have 
been purely accidental, and perhaps at another Ume the catch 
would have proved all females. . , j., v . . .u 

On the Bret appearance of the Ash, the Indians rush Into the 
surf and press the outer edge of the net down Brmly on the sand 
or shingle, the swash of the breaker forcing the smelts Into the 
net Then, as the water recedes, they turn round qulcUy and 
hold the net so that the undertow will force more smelts Into It. 

Id this way I saw them take at leaet a baebel at a elDgie ec<Mp. 

In their Immense numbers, tbeee smell* resemble the e^achon 
((htnenu poeOlcw) or candle-B*b, which are taken In such 
enormous ^antlUes st Nas* River, In British Columbia, near the 
southern boundary of Alaska. .... 

After every scoop, the Indian, If successful, empties It* con¬ 
tents on the beach, where the squaws and children quickly gather 
them Into baskets, and carry them to the hou*e^ where 
strung on strip* of cedar bark and bung up to dry. The metht^ 
of stringing them Is to take each one separately and paas a hiUf 
hitch with the bark around the head Just back of the gills. 
This keep* each Ash separate, and enable* them to dry tetter. 

The Qnlllehute* stUl retain the ancient superstition, formerly 
so prevalent among t. e coast tribes, relative to their Ash, thattte 
Aiet one* must not bt sold or given away to he Uken to another 
place, nor must they be cut transversely, but split open with a 

muBsel shell. . _ 

I was fortunate In obtaining quarter* In the house of an Indian . 
who had a cooking-stove, where we cooked our rations as 
us. One of the Indian* of ourparty obtained aome smelts, which 
be boiled for supper, cooking them In the Qulllehute style; he 
gave lae aome, which I fried. No sooner did the Qulllehute* 
learn that I was cooking some of their Ash than two of the head 
chleta Howcattl and Klaklstokar, came to see what I wm doing, 
as they feared I would cut the Bah with a knife; but I fried them 
whole, and when they saw me take the nice crispy smells with my 
band and eat them entire, without aid of knife or fork, they 
grunted forth their satisfaction, and allowed me to purchase u 
many as I wished to take away. But of salmon they would 
neither give or sell. The Fall run of the Salmo eonf* and ,Sa/mo 
protfm had Just commenced to come, and while they gave n* all 
we could eat of their own cooking. In their own houses, they re¬ 
fused to sell or give a single Ash to be taken eway. "niey fully 
believed that If we took any salmon Into our canoe, all the smmon 
would desert the Qulllehute river and follow us to Nee^ Bay, 
aod If we had cut the smelts or salmon with a knife, they all 
would Immediately disappear In the ocean and never 

I was unable to procure even a specimen of the salmon, but ob¬ 
tained enough smelU to forward some excellent specimens to 
Washington.

F. Baird 
to Col J. B. McEwen for specimen* of the Ash, and that pnUe- 
man took step* Immediately to have several e^ur^, and they 
will probably now have reached Professor Baird. In a reqent 
letter from Ool. McEwen to Col. 0. F. Akers, he say*: 

" On Isst Tuesday I saw old Sam Smith again, and be tmd me 
thst some of the Bah were still In the stream, and Irok Mr. N. 
Merrill and myself to a place where be said be could toow 
four of them, that would weigh from seven to eight pound* ^h, 
we went, but tbe wind wa* blowing, and the water too muddy to 
see them. I learned from Wra. M. Thompson, *^o was ral^ 
rTnrnbull creek, that he knew the Ash, and that Htahablurf 
tbe water* of that creek, where It waa known ss the r*^ mwM 
metre, and highly esteemed as a food Ash. Dr. Jno. A. Cmj^II, 
of Waablngton, D. C., was with me, and ate of the hah heartl^, 
be stotod tewa* used to •Aod In Washington, and that ta® 
moiitA sweter had but few more bones, and wa* about as goou a 
Ash to set as It." 

In tbe same letter he conUnurt by : 

" I saw Mr. Wilson Magee who was raised, aod sUll live* on 
the bank* of South Harpeth, a Jolly good fellow, and own* tM 
best Ashing water* on the *tf»m; he say* there are more Art or 
every veriety In the creek thta Spring than he ever knew 
bJm and that It was doubtlM* due to the strict adherence to 
the anti-net Uwa.’! Bo much tor protecUon. . ....hiark 
A verv IntereaUng part of tbs same letter trsau of tbe b^k 
baa*,^^ a soppoa^ spawn destroyer; the latter d***^ partlc- 
nlar noUce from sdeoUBc man aod sportsmen generally.

Laat week Nathan Qieen, 
Esq., (whom I take .to be the baat angler In Tenneeaee) captnred 
three with hook and line, aggregating In weight forty-Bre ponnda, 
the largeal taming the beam at twenty-eight and a half pounda. 
Theee Bah are rery game, and It la no eaay matter to land one of 
the larger onea; but they fnroiah at preaent our only aport, the 
baaa being too much engaged In their family matten.’’ 

It would be well for our frienda far up North, aod who are 
deroteea to the delightful aport and recreation of angling, to 
keep in mind the watera abore referred to, namely, Harpeth, 
South Harpeth, and Turnbull. They Bow through one of the 
moat beautiful and highly cnlUrated aectlooa of Middle Tennea- 
aee, are of eaay acceea from this place, and in their Immediate 
vicinity the gentry live like prlneea at home, and would gladly 
meet-with aportamen from abroad. Pernvale Spiinga, a moat de¬ 
lightful reaort, la within but a very few mllee of the very apota In 
which the flab above mentioned have been and can be caught. 
During the months of October and November, the most charming 
period of the year In this section, la the time to codie to this 
country, become acquainted with the people, and have such eport 
as cannot be surpaaaed on this continent, and from which wives 
aod sweethearts can bear every day, If desirable. Combine with 
angling a few days’ shooting aod a more pleasant time could not 
be had—qualla and turkeys In abnndance, aod an occasional deer, 
to say nothing of a regular Southern " 'poesuin hunt."

Relative Length and Weight of Fighee. 

Any one who has associated mnch with anglers must have 
notlc^ and often been much amused at the wild assertions made 
by some respecting the weight of fishes of certain length. A 
little reflection and remembrance of elementary mathematical 
knowledge would prevent many such errors and serve aa a useful 
guide. Let it be recalled, In the first place, that " similar solids 
are to each other in the triplicate ratio of tbelr homologous 
dlvlsloos." To Illustrate this, we will take a fish having a length 
of fifteen Inches and weighing one ponnd. (A pike would be a 
standard here.) Let ua now suppose that a fish of the same kind 
thirty Inches long Is to be estimated as to Its weIgbL Of coifrse, 
the several ratios of height and width to length, or In other 
words, the relative proportions of the fish sre preserved appmi- 
maMy in the large and small specimens. We say the proportions 
are approximoMy preserved, because on tbe whole there Is a 
tendency to Increase in stoutness or fat with age, and therefore 
ao old Individual may weigh relatively more than would be the 
case if the mathemstical law of increase were strictly followed. 
With the saving clause thus noted, however, the fish thirty 
iocbee long would not only be twice as long as tbe one flfleen 
inches long, but would also be twice as high aod twice as wide. 
To get at tbe weight, then, of tbe fish thirty Incbea long, and 
knowing that of the specimen fifteen Inches long we should 
multiply tbe weight of the smaller by2xax2=8. Thus the 
length of tbe fifteea-lnch specimen being one pound, that of the 
thirty-inch Individual would be in the neighborhood of eight 
pounds. One of that length actually turned tbe scales at eight 
pounds and six ounces. 

A aeries of comparative measursments (lengths snd welghis) 
from, ssy six Inches to full else of our game flsbes, would be very 
useful and quite serviceable to the angler. We would gladly re¬ 
ceive such from the friends of tbe Cbioaoo Fiblo to publish In 
these colnmns. Mr. H. Cholmondely Pennell has published a 
few such tables in “Tbe Angler-Naturalist; a Popular History of 
British Freah-Water Fiah.” The species were tabulated by “ Mr. 
Charles Wright, of tbe Strand." They are the common perch 
p. 59), the common carp (p. 103), tbe barbel (p. 183), the chub 
p. 155), aod the pike (p. 198). The percb and pike being also 
native Amhricans, and the carp Introduced Into our waters, we 
reproduce here the meaeurementa of these species.

serving freab flab, ao that tba market can be suppHud at all 
times with a flrst-clare article, at a mere trifle additional expense. 
This mode of preserving fleh was first iaengureted by Messrs. 
Davis, Detroit, Mich., In Ifidfi, since which time this prooeas baa 
rapidly spread io nearly all the leading fiah packing cities In the 
United Btstaa. The procam la a very simple one, inexpensive, 
preserves the fiah perfectly fresh and sweet, and as wi^ mapy 
other nseful inventions, we cannot help wondering why it was not 
discovered long before. 

The freezing Is done IngalvsnUed Iron pans, bolding from one 
to a dozen flab, according to the else of the pane and the else of 
the fiah. Tbe pens are covered aod placed In boxes, filled with 
layers of aalt and Ice, and io acouple of hoars’ time each particu¬ 
lar fish la reduced to a solid lump. 

We have visited many packing houses, aod examined Into the 
workings of the various kinds of freezing apparatus now In 
use, which differ some In their details. We found the process a 
very Interesting one, and perhaps we can give a general Idea of 
tbe manner In which tbe flah are dealt with, tbe cool treatment 
they receive when they leave the water, and the style io which 
they are converted Into fish “mummies" and stowed away for 
future reeorreciloo. The first thing la to crush tbe Ice, which la 
generally done with David W. Low’s Improved Ice crusher. The 
ioe aod aalt are mixed In proper proportlona for use In the refrlg- 
^i^i^irs. The next objects notioeabls are a number of pans 
with covers, resembling “ dripping pans " of household utility, 
except that each pan has a cover, aod is made of heavy galvanized 
Iron. Tbeae pans hold from one to a dozen flab, according to size. 
The fish are taken from the pile just collected from tbe water, 
cleanly washed, plsced in the pans, and tbe covers put on. The 
pans are then conveyed to boxes of very large size, capable of 
bolding many of the pans 

A layer of* crushed Ice aod aalt is placed In tbe bottom of tbe 
boxes, then a layer of the pans containing tbe fish, aod so on al¬ 
ternately, nntll tbe boxes sre full, when they are dosed and tbe 
fish left to freeze. Tbe time occupied in freezing. is generally 
about two hours, thongb with proper preparation, fish can be fro¬ 
zen In forty minutes, as bard as Ice. After two hours the fish are 
taken out of the pans and put away In the preserving rooms, and 
tbelr places supplied with others. A large force of men are con¬ 
stantly employ^ during the fishing Beason,and the fish are frozen 
at tbe rate of many tons per dsy,aod many tons of Ice are consumed 
In this Industry. 

The preserving rooms, where the fish are stowed away for fu¬ 
ture use, are built somewhat on tbe plan of tbe Davis Refrigera¬ 
tor Car, and with a daily supply of Ice and salt In the walls of 
tbe receiving rooms, can be kept fresh snd sweet an indefinite 
length of time. Tbeae rooms are entered by a door In the side 
or a small aperture In the floor above by means of a ladder, 
where tbe men can be dimly seen engaged in stacking up fish 
similar to cord wood. In front, behind, and on the sides, we be¬ 
hold nothing but the solidified swimmers, which at tba sides and 
ends of the preserving room are piled up to tbe celling, leaving 
only a narrow passage way where there Is a side entrance. Where 
the business Is carrM on extensively, the fleh can be thus pre¬ 
served for from one-half to one cent per pound, which of course 
Is governed by tbe cost of Ice snd salt. The salt and Ice do not 
at any time come In contact with the bodies of tbe fish. The prin¬ 
cipal advantage claimed by this process Is that fish are frozen In 
so short a time that there is no importanlty for decay to set In, 
and once frozen there Is no difficulty In keeping them In that 
condition, and tbe cheapness of this process will tend to keep 
prices for fresh fish nearly level all the year. 


The Oil Nhark of Southern Califomla. 


On tbe southwestern coast of the United States occurs a shark 
which la popularly known as tbe “oil-shark.” It waa quite uncer¬ 
tain what speclee was thus designated, but Messrs. David S. Jordan 
and Charles H. Gilbert have recently solved tbe question aod 
singularly enough It proves to be the old OalforhiHut gat'iu—the 
common tope of the European seas—but which bad been only 
known previously assn Inhabitant of tbe Californian watera from 
a single specimen recorded by Gunther lb his “ Catalogue of 
Fishes In the British Museum." 

Mr. Tarrell in hla “ History of British Fishes," has communi¬ 
cated the following details respecting the occurrence of the 
species In British waters. 

“ On the Cornish coast, tbe tope Is a common and rapacious 
species; but it Is not so destructive as the blue shark. The 
l^er specimens, which are about six feet long, abound chiefly 
In Summer; and the young, to tbe number of thirty or more, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Couch, are excluded at one birth from tbe female 
In May and June. They do not reach the full size until tbe sec¬ 
ond year, and continue with us through the first Winter, while 
those of larger size retire Into deep waters. No use Is made of 
this species beyond melting the liver for oil. When caught on a 
fisherman’s line, this fish sometimes has recourse to the same 
attempt at deliverance as the blue shark by twisting the line 
tbrougboDt the whole length round its body.” 

Compare this Information now with that just published by 
Mesan. Jordan and Gilbert as to the peculiarities of tbe Califor¬ 
nian repreaentativea of the species. 

“Along the coast of Southern California a large species of shark 
appears In tbe Spring in great schools. At certain places along 
the coast, especially about Newport Landing, In tbe southern 
part of Los Angeles County, the pursuit of this shark becomes a 
matter of considerable economic Importance. They are taken 
easily with a book, and aometlmea great numbers of them may 
be surrounded and brought In with a seine. They are valued for 
their livers and fins. A single liver when the animals first arrive, 
in March, will yield a gallon of oil. Aa much aa 4,000 gallons 
of this oil have been procured at Newport In a single season. 
Tbs fins of this species sre sold to tbe Chinamen, who find them 
a great delicacy, and pay for them twelve aod a half cents a 
pound. 

‘*rbe present writers have succeeded In obtaining one of these 
‘oil-sharks,’ and find the species to be tbe European tope Gofs- 
orAlnus galeut {Oalnu eaatlt aodvitfpvris of autbon). It la singu¬ 
lar that our only knowledge of tbe occurrence of this apeclea on 
tbs west ensat of America till now baa been the Indication by 
Dr, Gunther of tba presence In the British Muaeum of ‘ o. Young. 
San Francisco. From Mr. Gruber's colleotlon.' Yet, In the 
watera of California south of Point Conception It la doubtleas 
more numerous In Individuals than all other species of sharks 
combined." 

Messrs. Jordan and Gilbert have given measurements of a 
apeclmen, but It is only necessary to state here that the length 
waa a little more than 5 feet (Afl Inches). 

A Dlfigazted Anglar. 

Uaptaln Carter Is an ardent toUower of Sir Isaak, and rarely 
allowa an opportunity fbr a good day's fishing to paaa him nnlm- 
provad. On a certain evening In tba balmy nrontk of May, soom 
yaaia ago, tba report raaeM tbe CspUtn’a anra that large 
nnaiben of pOm ware being taken in a atiaam a (ew miles from 
tow^ and that their fhTOrita bait waa live frogs. 

“ rrogs did yon anyr* 


“ Yes,” replied tbe bearer of the welcome news. 

“John, hire a boy to catch at least fifty froga this afternoon, 
and have tbe carriage and a lunch resily for early start to-morrow 
morning, for we start at daylight, do you hearl” 

“Yes, sir,” said John. 

Hooks, lines, reel, rod and all tbe other accessories were put 
In working order that night, and tbe Captain retired at a Ute 
hour to dream of tbe rare sport be was to have tbe next day. 

A drive of an hour landed tbe eager sportsman on the bank of 
the stream at a little after sunrise. He Immediately sought one 
of tbe favorite boles, passed a book through tbe hind leg of one 
of hla liveliest aod most attractive frogs and made a cast. 

“ Now, John, see bow an old flsbennan can pull ’em In. The 
early bird catches the worm, and the proverb apples with equal 
force to tbe fisherman.” 

All this time the Captain was anxiously expecting a tug at his 
line, but It did not come. He pulled In snd cast a little further 
up stream. Another uneasy wait and no strike. He moved down 
stream fifty yards to another hole that was never known to tall. 
“Here we shall find’em, John, If anywhere. Bring me another 
frog; this one is getting lazy; he don’t play eoongb.” 

Another lively frog was bllcbed on and another cast made. 

Another wait and still no bite—not even a nibble. He en¬ 
dured it patiently for half an hour; yes, an hour. Tbe sun waa 
getting hot, ao was the Captain. Tbe perspiration began to 
trickle down the sides of bis face. He reeled out some more line 
to allow his frog ample room to play and attract the fish. Then 
he “set” hla rod under a large rock, sought tbe shade of a 
neighboring tree where he could watch tbe tip, lit his pipe and 
smoked. 

This done, and still no alarm at the rod, be took a paper from 
his pocket and finished reading a story be bad commenced several 
days before. It was now near noon. The Captain went down 
to hla rod, determined to reel up and put on a fresh bait. As tbe 
line came In he noticed that it held up stream a considerable 
distance. Finally It cleared tbe water entirely, snd following it 
with his eye, be saw his frog sitting quietly under the shade of 
a skunk cablMge leaf, some two feet from the edge of tbe water 
and twenty yards up stream from where our fisherman stood I 

Tbe Captain uttered a sailors oath and looked hurriedly 
around to see If any one was near, when to bis dismay he saw at 
his elbow half a dozen boys from town, and among tbe number 
the one who bad brought him the news that the fish were biting 
so Well, and the ooe who sold him the frogs. 

The Captain went home as quickly as possible, and from that 
day to this all you have to do Io make his face turn as red as a 
turkey gobbler's bead. Is to stand around where be can bear you 
talk, and say something about “ frogs.” CoquiNa. 


Fly-Fifiblng for Southern Sea Trout. 


Chicaoo, Iu.. 

Editou CniOAUO Fiblo: —In your Issue of May 20, you Invite 
Information, from any readers who have caught the southern sea 
trout (Cv»osdoN tarolitumU) with tbe fly. Having often bad 
that pleasure, during tbe past three Winters In the Gulf Ham¬ 
mock on the western coast of Florida, I will state the rnodut 
oprrandt for the benefit of those who have never caught that 
most gamey fish. They run In schools, up the creeks and rivers 
emptying Into tbe gulf, coming In with the tide and extending 
their peregrinations In search of food up beyond tbe brackish 
limit snd into the clear sweet waters whose fountain heads ema¬ 
nate from the Innumerable springs that abound all through 
Florida. They can be caught at any time during their Inland 
trip or on their return. My method of pi oceedlng Is as follows. 
Starting out, I unreel about forty feet of line, having a single 
fly, or Bometlmes two, at tbe end of my leader, using eometlmes 
the larger sized trout fly, and at other times those ordinarily 
used for black bass. I have my anchor and rope all ready, so 
that at a moment's notice I can cast It overboard. I then row 
very slowly up stream or down as tbe case may be, trailing tbe 
fly slowly along. So slow, aa to allow It to sink an Inch or eo 
below the surface. If the current is strong and I am rowing 
against it, I let out more Hue, enough to allow It to sink a little. 
This Is for the purpose of ascertaining where the schools are. 
Tbe moment you pass over them you get a strike and aa soon as 
you have booked your fish you must cast anchor. Then after 
landing your capture you whip the stream, proceeding exactly 
the same as If for brook trout, except that you allow your fly to 
sink a little before casting again. They will often take the fly 
tbe moment It touches the water, and seem as eager for It as tbe 
greediest northern trout. When they have stopped biting, I 
cruise around endeavoring to find them, again trailing tbe fly. 
If unsuccessful, I proceed on my journey as before. At Homo- 
saaaa I have caught them weighing over four aod three-quarter 
pounds on an eight oz. trout r^, and as In some places the cur¬ 
rent on both Salt river and tbe Homosassa, la strong, the sport 
la exciting and grand, for they are bard gamey fighters, and 
seem to have a spite against you and your tackle, until their 
beautlfuUy spotted sides lay quivering In your landing net. 1 
have seen them caught on s small sized spoon, also on red llan- 
nel attached to a cruel and barbarous gang of books. Few 
people are aware of how many fish In the southern waters will 
take tbe fly. It Is said that at Homoeasra there are thirteen 
species that can be taken with tbe fly, and I do not doubt It. I 
have caught there with tbe fly, the sea trout, red snapper, channel 
bass (red fish) skip jack, black bass and others. Tbe same fish 
will take tbe spoon or flannel bait I caught there for the first 
time In my experience the black bass In very brackish waters. 
They are very nearly related to our northern “big-mouthed 
variety,’* and though often attaining an enormous size, sre poor 
fighters, often not breaking water once In tbelr struggles.
